Syracuse. N. Y., Sept. 30.—All is not plain 
seiiing for the ticket which Gov. Hill intends to 
jaulicn in the sea of politics to-morrow. There 
are several squalls. brewing to-night, and 
although they may not be héavy enough to cap- 
8ize the ticket or the Governor’s plans they are 
Severe enough to make several of the candi- 
dates pass an uncomfortable night. 

The best parts of the ticket that is slated for : 
Roemination and the safest from attack are the 
head and tail, Frank Rice, who will be nomi- 
nated for Secrotary of State, and John Bogart,for 
State Engineer and Surveyor. ‘Lhe weakest parts 
are theses that are known to have the backing 
of the liquor dealers, viz., the candidate for 
State Treasurer, Elliot Danforth, and for Court 
of Appeals, Judge Denis O’Brien. Many Demo- 
crats are to-night’ going through the halls of 
the Leland Hotel, which is the headquarters of 
Tammany, the County Democracy, Kings 
County, and the State Committee muttering 
against Danforth on the ground that his record 
as Deputy State Treasurer has already been 
stamped With a scandal. It is even declared 
that Mr, James H. Manning of the Albany 
Arygua bad threatened to bolt Danforth’s nomi- 
Pnation if it should be made, 

Mr. Danforth was seen to-night by THE TIMES’s 
correspondent. ‘I have heard the reports,” 
he said, “and they are absolutely without 

a 
foundation. The only shadow of a pretense for 
their existence is that 1 suggested to State 
Preasurer Fitzgerala that he could help afew 
friends of mine by making a deposit in the 
Merchants’ Bank of Albany. Mr. Fitzgerald 
thereupou made a transfer of $150,000 of the 
school iund from the Commercial Bank, among 
whose stockholders are Mr. Manning and M1.

The Governor’s 
working majority will run from five to 
seven. ‘rhore will be no change in 
the first five districts. Coming to New- 
York, the county delegation will consist of 
Messrs. Edward Cooper, William R. Grace, 
Maurice J. Power, and Commissioner John R. 
Voorbis, instead of Thomas Costigan, William 
P. Mitehell, and Richard A. Cunningham, Mr.

THE PRESIDENTS SCHEME 


|} PLANNING TU INSURE A RE- 
PUBLIOCAN MAJORITY. 
'TO ELIMINATE NEW-YORK AS A POLIT- 
ICAL NECESSITY—OUR TRADE RE- 
LATIONS WITH MEXICO. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The President is said 
} to be giving much thought to the problem of 
securing a Republican victory in 1892 without’ 
depending upon the aid of the State of New- 
York. The friends of ex-Represontative Goff, 
who was defeated in the election of a Governor 
of West Virginia a year ago, are mancuvring 
to get him into the Cabinet by representing 
that he can control the Kleotoral vote of that 
Btate for the benefit of the Republican Party. 
To make a place for him, they want to aGvance 
Attorney General Miller to the Supreme Bench. 
The Evening Star has this aboutit: , 

“The fact that Mr. Miller has sold out his 
: establishment in Indianapolis has given rise to 
the impression that the President has gone back 
to his old love, and that Mr. Miller will go on 
the Supreme Bench. This will give the Presi- } 
dent:a chance to do two things he is credited 
with' being desirous of doing—to gratify Mr. 
Miler, and to place Mr. Goff of West Virginia 
in the Cabinet. 


“The President, it is said, has expressed re- 
gxret that his election was dependent upon the 
vote of New-York, and is 4pprehensive that 
tne same conditions may exist at the next 
Presidential election. It is his desire, 
and that of leading’ Republicans gen- 
erally, that the party® should get itself 
in a position to be independent of the | 
Electoral vote of New-York, which is always on 
such a delicate balance and subject to strange 
influences. Taking the vote of the Electoral 
College as it stood, the six votes of West Vir- 
ginia transferred to the Republican side would 
give the Republicans a majority without New-. 
York. The party is chafing some under the po- 
litical tyranny of New-York, and would welcome 
anything that would make them independent of 


Mr. Platt and other New-York bosses. Last 
Fall Mr. Cleveland got, 168 Electoral votes and 
Mr. Harrison 233. With the thirty-six votes 
from New-York Cleveland ‘would have been 
elected. But with the six West Virginia votes 
Harrison would have had the election without 
New-York.” . 

Minister Ryan arrived from Mexico this morn- 
ing, and 1g quartered at the hotel where Sec- 
retary Blaine resides.

TALK’ WITH. EDWIN ARNOLD. 


HARVARD AND OXFORD COMPARED— 
OPPOSED TO GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 
Bosron, Sept. 30.—Sir Edwin Arnold, who is 
still visiting President Eliot at Harvard, was 
interviewed to-day on subjects that he has not 


already discussed during hia visit. He thus. 


compares Harvard with Oxford: “The sys- 
tem of discipline at Harvard differs 
materially from that in vogue at Oxford. 
In the English university the discipline is qnite 
rigid. The college gates are closed at a certain 
hour of the night and thestudents are supposed 
to be within college limits at that time. There 
are other restrictions that are designed to keep 
the members of the university more or less in 
check. ‘ 

‘“‘At Harvard no such strictness of discipline 
prevails... The students are given a wider 
liberty, and each man is theredy thrown 
upon his own responsibility. The effects of 
the two systems are, of course, widely 


different. The discipline of Oxford 
inspires in the man a respect for authority and 
& reverence for the college. officials, and devel- 
‘ops in them @ fine sense of courtesy. On the 
other hand, it seems to occasion among them a 
tendency to shirk their work and to violate 
authority somewhat, 

The Harvard system, as I have said, throws 
great responsibilities on its undergraduates, 
and I believe that they wre able to shoulder 
them. It makes them earnest, and gives them 


. an’ enthusiasm for their work. The difference 


between the two systems is, to my mind, 
typical of the general difference betweeh the 
English and the American people. The English 
ee ee though perhaps not so aspiring as the 
mericans, might be said to have that finer 
sense of courtesy which { have remarked as the 
characteristic of the Oxford man. , 
Take, for instance, the social systems of the 


two countries. ‘In England we have a monarchy ‘ 


aud olass distinotions. The effect of that sys- 
tem is to give to the English people a respect 
for authority and certain personal ideals which 
they follow devotediy. The Englishman is al- 
ways looking for a leader whom he may rever- 
ence and follow. Me balieves that it is better 
to serve than to command. 

“ You know that the motto of the Prince ‘of 
Wales is ‘Ich dien.’ In America, on the con- 
trary, uo such social distinctions prevail. All 
men are equal, and the result isan aspiring in- 
dependence which is very good, but which is 
likely to be attained at the expense of some of 
those virtues which result trom the English 
system.” 

On being asked to give his opinion of the 
present condition of English fpolitics, with 
special reference to Mr. Gladstone’s policy, Sir 
Edwin Arnold said: ** For Mr. Gladstone person- 
ally I have the greatest veneration. We are the 
best of friends, and I look upon him as a truly 
remarkable man. Politically, I am his opponent 
ana critic. 

I am always attacking him and exposing his 
fallacies, I think that he.is wrong in his position 
on the Irish question. I don’t like to speak of 
this, for the people of this country have 
been greatly misinformed on this subject, 
and wonld have perhaps little sympathy 
for my position. Furthermore, I bslieve 
that Mr. Gladstone knows in his heart that he 
18 wrong, and that his reason for going over to 
the [rish side was a purely political one. He 
wanted to strengthen his party, and by that 
ineans make himself the leader of Parliament. 
He py ib that by championing the Irish cause 
he could win to his support the eighty- 
six votes of the Irish members and at the same 
time retain his old Liperail following by the 
strength of their devotion to him. Hewon the 
Irish vote but many of his old supporters among 
them Joseph Chamberlain and Lord Harting- 
ton fell over from him, 

I believe that lreland will never have a sep- 
arate Parliament from England, but that the 
union will be preserved. 

Sir Edwin Arnold was loth to exprees for pub- 
lication his opinions on the Irish question, and 
with regard to Mr. Gladstone he emphasized 
the fact that he had the deepest feelings of 
reverence and respect for him as his triend. 





BIG FIRE IN BUTTE, MONTANA. 


THE FLAMES DESTROY SEVERAL BUILD- 
INGS AND CAUSE GREAT LOSS. 


BUTTE, Montana, Sept. 30.—Fire broke out 
yesterday about noon on the first floor U9" 
Bowes Block, a four-story brick building being 
erected on the southeast corner of Granite and 
Utah atreets, one block west of Main. A strong 
wind trom the west carried the fire’ eastward, 
where it caught the block fronting on Main- 
street. The Hennessy Mercantile Store, one of 
the leading dry soods houses, was soon on tire, 
as Wellas the buildings next south—the First 
National Bank, Khanweiler’s dry goods sture, 
and the Centennial Brewery—which were en- 
tirely consumed. 

On the north side of Main-street the Barnard 
Block, epposite-the Bowes Building, was burned 
to the ground. Several houses west of it had 


their fronts badly burned. ‘The flames caught 
the building of the Bonner Mercantile Com- 
pany, on the northwest corner of Main and 
Granite streets, and did serious damage to the 
stock in the rear and next the Burnard Block. 
The heat was so intense and the wind so violent 
that the occupants of the blocks on both sides 
of Main-street in the line of the tire began to re- 
move their gooda. 

fhe Butte Fire Department was reinforced by 
the Alice Fire Department, from Walkerville, 
and the Montana Union Fire Department, from 
South Butte, At dark several streams were 
still playing on the ruins. Only a slight loss 
Was experienced by the houses south aud east 
of the Bowes Block, owing to the wind blowing 
the flames away from them. 

It is impossible to give exact figures, but the 
losses are estimated as follows: Bowes Blook, 
$30,000; insurance, $20,000; Hennessy, 
$125,000, the house having Just received its 
heavy Winter stock; insurance, $88,000; Bon- 
ner, 75,000, fully insured; K. O. Barnard, 
$50,000, partly insured. The occupants of this 
block: G. Cushing, druggist, $7,000; insurance, 
$5,000; Samuel Perry, tailor, $6,000; no insur- 
ance; Mrs. Peering, dressmaker, $3,000; insur- 
ance unknown. 

The offices on the second floor in this biook 
were mostly occupied by doetors and dentists, 
with elegantly furnished suites, loss on which 
ranges from $5,000 to $10,000, books and in- 
atruments included. First National Bank Build- 
ing and furniture, $5,000; noinsurance; vault 
unharmed. 

A law firm on the second floor lost $5,000 in 
library. Dusseau, photographer, occupied the 
rear of the second story over Hennessy; loss 
$5,000; insurance, $1,500. The Centennial 
saioon, loas $10,000, ontnased op stock ana 
building; . fully insure Palmer’s clothing 
store, next on south, loss estimated at 50 per 


cent. of a thirty-thousand-dollar stock, entirely 
| by water. 


Babcock, the hatter, next south, 
has a thirty-thousand-dollar stock ruined by 
removal and theft. Another house, on the 
southwest corner, loses $3,000; insurance, 
$1,100, 

Three firemen were fatally injured and a 
number of others slightly.

I THE SOUTH DAKOTA CRAZE 


ADL BUT THE CAPITAL ISSUE 
LOST SIGHT OF. 
THE COMPETING TOWNS THAT ARE 
FIGHTING FOR THE PRIZE—MONEY 
MAY BE SPENT FREELY TO-DAY. 


S8r1oux FALLs, South Dakota, Sept. 30.—Before 
to-morrow night South Dakota will have se- 
lected a temporary capital and one of half a 
dozen candidate cities will be about “ busted.”’ 
Tnis city, by far the largest and busiest of the 
State, has maintained a great start for the 
honor. It has not quite finished shout- 
ing yet. A procession of men and boys, 
with brooms typifying the clean sweep that 
Sioux Falls hope to be made to-morrow has 
just marched with music and cheers to Ger- 
mania Hall, to hear Gov. Mellette, who is also 
the Republican candidate for the Governor- 
ship, talk of Statehood and discuss the merits 
of Sioux Falls as a temporary capital. 

The craze over the election of a capital for 
one year is quite as intense here as any where 
in the Territory. From the newspapers and 
from iuformation obtained from Democratic 
and Republican residents of several of the com- 
peting towns itis evident that the victory is to 
be won by the most reckless and shameful de- 
vauchery. No single town, and neither party 
isexempt from this description. Everybody 
knows that it is so. Each place that could 
afford it has had agents all through the counties 
preaching for that place, and paying or promis- 
ing to pay for votes for the place he repre- 
sented. The attempt to bribe or to buy votes 
has sometimes taken the form of promisés to 
pay, without saying what the pay was for, 
the understanding being that it was a 


bid for a capital vote. This state of things 
is all the worse, because party lines are obiit- 
erated in the mad gamble tor the vapitul. ‘he 
local committees on capital are made up or 
men of both parties, men who have increased 
their interest in real estate, and trust for a re- 
sult that will litt corner lots and city additions 
to fabulous prices in a day. 

Some of these interested boomers must be 
disappointed. Itisa sure thing that only one 
set of them can win. With all the booming 
done for Aberdeen, Mitchell, Watertown, Ked- 
field, and Chamberlain, it seems altogether 
lixely that the \emporary capital will be for 
one year at either Sioux Fails, Huron, or 
Pierre. Sioux Falis would feel the defeat if it 
should lose “very Keenly,” altbougb it would 
recover more rapidly trom its losses than Huron, 
which is just a bit poor, in sympathy with the 
tarmers of Beadle Cuunty. Pierre would sutier 
severely, and it seems probable that it must 
sutfer, as itis the smallest of the three leading 
competitors. A victory tor Sioux Falis will 
about close out several Huron investors in that 
would-be capital. 

There are nasty reports from all parts of the 
Territory about the intention of Sioux als, 
Watertown, and Piorre to stulf the ballot boxes. 
Areportreached fason last night that Sioux 
Falls was prepared to cast 6,000 votes to-mor- 
row. The Press ot this city indignantly denies 
“to-day” the report that illegal voting” was 
contemplated, but it evidently desired 
to prepare the back-county people 
for.alarge vote when it directed attention to 
tho “fact,” as it called it, that Sioux Falls had 
increased 50 per cent. in population since the 
last election, and might be expected to show a 
correspondingly large increase in vote, As 
both parties are inclined to make the vote as 
large as possible, there does not appear to be 
any reason to feel assured of a “ pure ballot.” 

Under the Admunistration of President Cleve- 
land the Democratic Party grew in South 
Daketa. Between 1878 and 1884 it had rela- 
tively diminished, although the Democratic 
votes had increased from 6,900 in 1878 to 
nearly 12,000 in 1884. ‘fhe percentage of Re- 
publivan voters in 1878 was 45; in 1580 there 
were only 28 per cent. of voters for the Demo- 
cratic Delegate in Congress. ‘The percentage of 
Democrats fell to 21 in 1882 and remained 
so in 1884, with am inerease of 5,000 
votes. The percentage jumped to 34-in 
1884, and to 36 in 1838, the Republican muajor- 
ity of 31,000 1884 Having been reduced to 
19,000, unquestionably by the force of the low 
»tariif argument of the Democratic platiorm, 
the outspoken stand of Cleveland, and the fair- 
ness and economy with which his appointees 
managed affairs inthe Territory. The iter- 
ruption of immigration, owing to bad crops, 
had the effect of keeping down the increase of 
votes from 1884 to 1886 to about 2 per cent., 
wand a continuation of misfortunes, resulted 
during 1886 to 1838 in an increase Of less than 
170 in the two years. 

Sioux Falls, however, has not felt the Dakota 
setoack as some of the interior towns have, It 
has had an unquestionable * boom,” and is a 
bustling place, There is a registration law 
here, butitis avery loose and ineffective one. 
It has been asserted that there are 4,200 on the 
registry. AsSioux Falls makesa claim of 15,00 
population, this would not be an excessively 
large vote in a town having an unusual propor- 
tion of adult males, Last Fall, however, there 
were but 3,800 votes in the entire county of 
Minnehaha, in which Sioux falls is situated. 
The increase to 4,500 or 5,000 vates 
will certainly provoke a howl from 
the towns that are compsting with 
Sioux Falls, and that do net believe it has a 
population of more than 7,600 to 10,000. Its 
vote in 1888 was less than 2,500. Huron and 
Pierre have each sent representatives here 
to watch the election returns, to see to 
it that fair play is observed. Both of 
these places expect to secure votes in 
Sioux Falls. They will ‘‘ come high,” but no 
ove need vote for nothing in south Dakota to- 
morrow, and a promivent worker said to-day 
that his experience in this campaign had con- 
vinced him that every other wan in the State 
has his voting price. 

There is some intensity of feeling in Sioux 
Falls about the report that other towns expect 
to get votes here. For instance, the Argus, a 
Democratic paper, says to-night: “They say 
that there are a few voters in the county who 
will not vote for Sioux Falls for the temporary 
capital to-morrow. If this is the case their votes 
ought to be challenged, for it is not possible that 
they can be citizens of this county or part of 
the State. If by any hook or crook they shoulda 
be allowed to vote, then hereafter they should 
be compelled to be naturalized in all other pub- 
lic matters, for they are Clearly not citizens of 
this part of the country and vote against its 
interests.” 

The result of the capital craze is likely to de- 
moralize the Democratic vote, and it would not 
be surprising if the Republicans should carry 
their entire ticket by w larger majority than 
they obtained last Fali for Delegate in Congress. 
Prohibition is espoused by the Repuplicans, and 
is nowhere except herein Sioux Falls meeting 
with great epposition. 

Arthur ©. Mellete, Territorial Governor of 
Dakota by Harrison’s appointment, is the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of South 
Dakota, and willlead H. F. McClure, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, by something over 20,000. 
Tne Republican candidates for Representative 
are O. 8 Gilford, formerly a delegate in Cou- 
gress, and J. A. Pickler, who are opposed by L. Q. 
Jefferies and 8. M. Booth. The Legislature may 
contain half a dezen Democrats in both houses. 
Nobody cares anything whatever about Consti- 
tution, candidates, or any contest except that 
for the capital. Even the men whu are engaged in 
this debasing contest admit that it is deplor- 
able, that itis wretched in its tendency, a bad 
beginning for a new State, and sure tu bring to 
the top in State aifairs a despicable lot of ras 
cals. One wan, whobeld a check book in his hand, 
while he spoke, toid me that he was sick to think 
of the revelation it had been to him of the par- 
chasableness of a whole State. The Constitu- 
tional Convention ought to have decided toe 
matter instead of providing a stake over which 
the voters may gamble for three years, or two, 
atleast. . 

The returns need scarcely be looked for 
promptly unless it should appear that the capi- 
tal question has been devided by an over- 
wheliming vote in favor of one of the competi- 
tors. The claims of each—anud they are equally 
absurad—foot up in the aggregate about 
150,000 votes. The interior vote is likely 
to be withheld until Sioux Falls is beard 
from, and Sioux Falls will not hurry its vote 
into the interior with the count against it. 
There is danger that an abnormal vote in this 
city will lead to the rejection by Gov. Mellette 
of the whole Sioux Falis vote on the ground of 
fraud. The fear of this resuit may restrain bal- 
lot-box stuffing and keep the vote within the 
lhmits of propriety.

Chang Yen Hoon, retiring Envoy Extraor-é 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from 
China to the United States, arrived at the Bre- 
voort House late last evening with his suite, or 
rather a portion of it, and a retinue of servants, 
en route from Washington to Pekin. The greater 
part of the retiring legation raturns to the land 
of tea fields and flowers via San Francisco; but 
Mr. Chang Yen Hoon goes to London, and will 
visit Paris before sailing for home via the Med: 
iterranean. They sail on the City of Paris on 
Wednesday. The dignitariesin the party are 
Mr. Shee, Secretary of the legation; Mr. Ohang, 
the Cuban Consul; Mr. Liang, Secretary and 
interpreter; Mr. Lin and Mr. Mak, military at- 
tachés. There were a half dozen servants. All 
were dressed in regal colors, there being no 
distinction between the raiment of master and 
man, at least to an American eye. This lied to: 
some ludicrous mistakes on the part of the 
hotel employes. Theclerk in assigning rooms 
showed his impartiality by giving rooms with 
baths and pariors to the servants and putting 
the Minister and the high muck-a-mucks up op 
the fifth floor. Mr. Liang, the interpreter, 
quickly straightened this out. 

Just atter the Chang Yen Hoon party arrived, 
another lot of celestial dignitaries arrived at 
the Brevoort, throwing the halt buys ana por- 
ters into a wild state of excitement. Unfort- 
unately there was not room for them all, and 
they were compelled to seek other quarters. 
Three remained—Mr. Yeung, Mr. Kung, and 
Master Yeung. It was impossible to learn 
detinitely just who Mr. Yeung was; but he was 
registered as Chargé d’Affuires at Madrid. So 
far a8 it could be learned, however, he and his 
party are the diplomats who have come to fill 
the places left vacant by Mr. Chang Yen Hoon 
and his party. That the two parties should 
have arrived at the same hotel the same night 
and almost the same minute was wholly a 
coincidence. 





BABY BEATRICE IN ATLANTIC OITY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30.—Mrs. Smith John- 
son, wife of the Sheriff of Atlantic County, ac- 
companied by Assembiyman 8. 8. Hudson and 
Capt. Perry, counsel for Mrs. Robert Ray Ham- 
ilton, arrived in this city from May’s Landing 
this morning, and were at once driven to the 
residence of Policeman Shourds, 238 North 
Fifth-street, where Mrs. Rupp, late proprietress 
of the Noll Cottage, is living. They had come 
to take possession of the now famous baby, 
Beatrice, and did so despite Mrs. Rupp’s objec- 
tion. The baby was tucked up in a fashionaple 
baby coach, and at 3 o’clock Mrs. Johnson, witn 
her charge, boarded a train at Camden and 
started for May’s Landing, where she arrived at 
5 o’clock.

SHERIFF FLACK INDICTED 


|ALONG W1TH FIVE OTHER 

CONSPIRATORS. 

trax GRAND JURY’ SAYS THERE WERE 
FRAUD, DECEIT, AND COLLUSION IN 

THE FLACK DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS. 


There were presented to Judge Gildersiseve 
im the Court of General Sessions yesterday 
morning six indictments against the conspira- 
tors in the Fiack fraudulent divorce case, 
charging one of the persons concerned in de- 
priving Mrs. Flack of her marital rights with 
blackmail, and the other five with conspiracy 
4 and the alleged suborning of perjury with falsi- 
tication of evidence. 

The persons indicted on the latter two charges 
are James A. Flack, Sheriff of the County of 
New-York; William Fiack, his son; Mrs. Ray- 
mond, who succeeded his wife in the affections 
of the corpulent and elderly Sheriff; Civil Jus- 
tice Ambrose Monell, and the referee in fraud, 
Joseph Meeks. ‘ 

The man accused of the felony is George B. 
Hart, Flack’s brother-in-law, who wrote a 
threatening letter to Mrs. Flack with the inten- 
tion of alarming her into a withdrawal of the 
action which she began to have the divorcee set 
aside. These conspirators will be arraigned 
before Juage Gildersleeve this.morning, when 
they will have an opportunity to plead to the 
indictments and to furnish bail. They were not 
arrested on the bench warrants which were 
issued by Judge Gildersleeve upon the receipt 
of the indictment, because the District Attor- 
ney’s office desired to afford politicians, even in 


disgrace, an opportunity to procure bondsmen, 
and so avoid the possibihties of spending ak 
hour in chilly celis. The arrests will be made, 
_if any are made at all, by Inspector Byrnes. 

The Grand Jury’s presentment, which was 
read by Foreman Fosdick, was as follows: 

The alleged action for absolute divorce between 
Mary E. Flack as plaintiff and James E. Flack as 
defendant, relating te which we were specialiy 
charged by the honorable Judge presiding in this 
court, has been examined and inquired into. 

A judgment vote ina civil action, regular upon 
its face, formed the only basis of . knowledge or in- 
formation presented to us. No person or persons 
were specifically accused of. the commission of any 
particular crime, and we were required to ascer- 
tain, .lirst, if a crime had been committed, and 
second, if so, who were the persons Who ought be 
legally accused of 1ts commission. 

The inguiry related to crimes against public jus. 
tice and the due and impartial administration of 
our laws, and, while it involvea a great deal of la- 
bor and eccupied a great portion of our time, ita 
import demanded our best service and most careful 
‘ consideration. 

All of the persons, so far as could be ascertained, 
who had any connection with or knowledge of the 
divorce proceeding. and whose testimony was ma- 
terial, have been-called before the Grand Jury, and 
} trom the evidence given we deem it our duty to the 
court and tothe peopie to present our conclusions 
that the attention of the proper authorities and of 
= people be directed to the correction of evil and 
abuse. - 

._ This alleged action for divorce, from tne:first step 

to the final decree, was ¢haracterized not only by 
gross irregularities, but by fraud, deceit, and col- 
lusion. That such an action could be conducted, 
facilitated, and concluded in oneof our highest 
courts of record is @ matter of crave public con- 
} cern, and it behooves the Judges and officers of our 
courts and ail officials charged with the administra- 
tion of our laws to see to it thatlike practices do 
not prevail in other cases. 

We call the attention of the Legislature and the 
courts to the fact that while consent, connivance, 
and collusion as to the commission of aduitery is 
expressly prohibited, yet an action of divorce may 
be instituted.and maintained by the‘ consent aud 
collusion of the parties thereto. 

We consider that the practice of appointing ret- 
erees in divorce cases 18 most pernicious and is:con- 
ducive to the very dangers and abuses which the 
Flack case has expos The testimony should be 
heard by Judges in open court and, all proceedings 


‘ baa under the immediate supervision of Judges, and 


the files of the court containing the records of the 
proceedings should be open te the public. While we 
recognize the reason of the rule restricting the use 
of such recoras, yet we are of opinion that there is 
less danger from the publicity of such:records than 
there is from their secrecy. 

The sacredness of the family tie and the morais of 
the community are of paramount importance, and 
neither through judicial favoritism nor judicial neg- 
ligence must they be imperiled. If there are not 
evough Judges to transact the business of our 
courts the people will elect more, but it is Judges 
and not referees who are elected and obligated to 
discharge judicial functions. ~ 

We call the attention of the Judges of the Cours of 
Common Pleas to the system. of entering minutes 
and of filling papers observed in the office of the 
Clerk of the court. Such be gore has,in the Flack 
case at leas!, shown itself susceptible either of 
gross negligence or willfal falsification. The records 
of our courts of justice shouid be as reliable and 
truthful as human skill and integrity can make 


them. 

We call the attention of the Bar to the dangerous 
practice of attorneys allowing their names to be 
used in actionsin which they have not been re- 
tained, and which in reality are conducted by other 
attorneys; and in this connection we fin? that 
Benjamin Wright so allowed his professions! name 
to be used, and while his whole conduct in the case 
shows an absence of criminal intent, yet, though 
he may have been imposed upon, he is deserving of 
censure. 

We also call the attention of the General Term of 
the Supreme Court of this department to the un- 
professional conduct in this case of two of the oili- 
oe of that court, Ambrose Monell and Joseph 

eeks. 

It is obvious that the decree of divorce could not 
have been obtained without the sanction of Judga 
Bookstaver, That sanction was obtained partiy by 
deceit and imposture and partly by either jadicial 
negligence or judicial collusion. If by negligence, - 
such was inexcusable; if by collusion, such was 
criminal. We have not determined which. His 
acts were the acts of a Judge performed in his juii- 
cial capacity. The law, we are advised, protects a 
Judge from indictment as well as from private suit 
for acts performed by him in his judicial capacity, 
whether such acts be erroneousor corrupt. But 
the law has instituted a proper tribunal where ju- 
dicial acts if corrupt or criminal may be inquired 
into. We consider, therefore, that phase of the case 
as beyond our jurisdiction. 

We do not impute to Judge Boekstaver corrupt 
action in the senseot profitor gain—such actions 
alone are not the only means by which the Bench 
may be degraded and judicial usefulness impaired. 
Neglect, remissness, and cempiaisance to friends 
are liable to produce like results, and, as has been 
shown in the Flack vase, allow a wicked and crimi- 
nal conspiracy to be carried on and consummated 
under apparent sanction of law. 

This investigation has been laborious, compli- 
cated, and full of intricacies. We are of the opinion 
that among other. things the crime of conspiracy 
has been committea. The couspiratore, from their 
position in life, their knowledge and experience, 
have been enabled toso shroud their actions that an 
understanding anid discovery were made exceeding- 
ly difficult. With adesire to do justice to all con- 
cerned we have listened with patiexce to and have 
treated with fairness all who have come before us, 
aud we deem the evidence sufficient to warrant the 
indictment herewith presented. 

It is proper that we shoul commend the District 
Attorney of the county for the skill, perseverance, 
and valuable aid rendered tous in this investiga. 
tion.

THE FIRST REPORT OF ITS PURCHASES 
IN THIS COUNTRY REASSERTED. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Mr. Levy Mayer of this 
city, on whose authority the statement was 
made publicon Sunday that an English syndi- 
cate had purchased large milling and elevator 
properties in the Northwest, was this morning 
shown the dispatch from Minneapolis, in which 
Mr. ©. A. Pillsbury is quoted as making certain 
statements regarding the sale of his mills. Mr. 
Mayer was asked for a statement of the exact 
facts, and answered as follows: 


“My information is that the original contracts 
for the sale of the Pillsbury and the Washburn 
Mills expired on Aug. 1 last, and are renewed 
for a period of sixty to ninety days, Gov. Pills- 
bury was in London during August, while I was 
there, for the purpose, it was sald, of aiding in 
the consummation of the sale. I believe that 
ex*Gov. Wasbbura was also there. The con- 
tracts for the sale of these milis expire in a few 
days. The tndications, [ am ied to believe, point 
to the sale going through; but, of course, until 
Sales Of that maguitude are accomplished, nu 
positive statement can be made.” 

Mr. Maver was then further asked regarding 
that parc of the dispateh referring to the Van 
Duseli and Star elevator systems.

To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

With reference to your editorial of this date com- 
menting upon the operations of the so-called British 
syndicates as telegraphed from Chicago and quoted 
in your columns of yesterday, I desire to say as fol- 
lows: 

According to the London Stock Exchange Year 
Book of 1889, the City of London Contract Com- 
pany, founded in 1882, has a subscribed capitat of 
£300,000 or $1,500,000, and not of $50,000,000, as 
stated in the Chicago telegram, while the Trustess, 
Executors, and Securities Company, whose capital 
your Chicago correspondent quotes at $37,500,000, 
falls more than $27,000,000 short of those figures, 

Neither of these companies uses its own capital 
in buying properties of which it obtains the call, 


I doubt very much indeed if the articles of associa- 
— of the Trustees Company would permit it to 

@ 89. 

What it does is to secure control of properties for 
certain periods with the view of selling them to the 
british public, and [ believe I am correct in saying 
that the Trustees and ikxecutors Company, when 
it takes an option, does not pledge itselt to a 
purchase or guarantee it by a deposit; it simply 
says it will do the best it can to underwrite the 
capital, and to sell, which is a very different thing, 
and holds itself free from loss if any difficulties 
occur, 

The City of London Contract Company, on the 
other hand, ustally makes a suitable deposit to bind 
the saie, with the result that its options are 
equivaient to actual sales. 

‘The rumors of fabuious British capital ready and 
eager to buy outright American industrial concerns 
have no foundation in ftact,except in the round- 
about way indicated. 

Since the American public seom greatly con- 
cerned about the transfor of the Pillsbury and Wash- 
burn Fiour Mills, | may state without fear of con- 
tradiction that ©. A. Pillsbury’s Mills and those of 
W. D. Washburn are under option to an Kuglish 
company, While the millsof the C, C. Washburn 
estate are optionea to another corporation, 

What the result of recent British investments 
will be it is, of course, difficult to prognosticate 
but it is to be remembered that our Kuglish and 
Scotch cousins have for generations been accus- 
tomed to send their ‘capital far afield and to see it 
fruittui in zood results. 

As regards the management of the properties 
they acquire, while they prefer to retain the serv- 
ices of the proprietor for the sake of the good-will, 
and aiso for his special knowledge of the business, 
they do not otherwise set special store upon his 
personal management, since in their experiencs paid 
representatives have, under wise supervision and 
with adeyuate checks, done their work évery whit as 
well as if they were owners instead ofemployes. In 
fact, a very large proportion of Great Britain’s 
wealth to-day springs trom foreign investments: 
Maxrayeda by employes sent out for the purpose. 

As @ matter of fact, British capital is only going 
into American investments after the rigid scrutiny 
of accountants not equaled in the world in the line 
of their business, and since capitalizations are 
based on retrospective and not on prospective 
profits they are not likely to err seriously.

PRAOTIOAL EDUOATION. 


HEBREW TECHNICAL INSTITUTE. 


One of the most conspicuous exemplars of 
the progressive idea in education in this city is 
the Hebrew Technical Institute, of which Prof. 
Henry M. Leipziger is the Director and Chief of 
Faoulty. The institute started in November, 
1883, with but twenty-four pupils, Its mem- 
bership had increased to 102 at the close of 
the last term, besides which half as many 
more attended during the vacationin the pub- 


institute, preferring it to the public {schools 
bow that they have become familiar with the 
course of instruction. 

The first report of the institute has just 
been published. In it Prof. Leipziger says: 
“The pupil enters between the ages of 
twelve and thirteen. The school day is one 
hour longer than that of the public school. 
One-third of his time is devoted to the so- 
called English studies, two bours.a week is 
spent in the study of physics, notin the stereo- 
typed -methoa of learning definitions, but by 
experiment and observation. From the English 
room the pupil enters the drawing room, and 
there learns to represent upon paper those 
ideas which in the shop he realizes either in 
metal or in wood. He learns, here incidentally 
the most valuable lessons in morais. He seus 
before him ely and inexorably the results 
of his mistakes or violations of instruction. He 
learns to value accuracy, neatness, truth, skill. 
He sees and respects skill, und, the rank of the 
pupils is never disputed, because the work 
speake for itself. 

“ Atthe admission of the pupil he knows noth- 
ing of tools; at his discharge he can make @ 
dynamo, a desk, an engine, or a lathe. The 
course of instruction includes the various 
branches of mathematics, wood carving, mu 
chine work, and carpentry. Special lessons in 
electricity have been introduced,” and ‘‘during 
the coming year the experimental laboratory 
will be extended, the forge rvom fitted up, and 
then the equipment will be in a measure com- 
plete and opportunity will be aftorded for 
200 boys to receive instructions in the 
principles that underlie the mechanie arts; prin- 
ciples which will develop the versatile, skilled, 
ingenious American workman.” 

‘Many of the graduates and students of the 
institute have secured responsible employment 
in some of the large manufacturing institutions 
of the city, chiefly as draughtsmen, pattern 
makers and designers; and their employers 
have written to Prof. Leipziger in warm terms 
of praise of the institute and the work it is 
doing. ‘True principles of art in the use of tools 
are inculcated and the importance of doing 
thoroughly and well all that one has to do is 
inground; but the course of study, includin 
mathematics, English, history, geography, an 
physics, his preparation for any other sphere 
than one purely artisan, is made as practical 
and complete as by the curriculum of the pub- 
lie schools. 

The institute, which is at 36 Stuyvesant- 
street, is supported by popular donations, the 
prominent Hebrew societies bearing a lar 
part of the burden. The receipts from all 
sourees last year were $19,802 49, and the ex- 
penditures $14,054 52, 


OOMMUTERS ARE ANGEY. 


THEY WANT THE 6 O'CLOCK ERIE EX- 
PRESS TO STOP AT PATERSON. 


Paterson commuters on the Erie Railroad are 
up in arms over the attempt of the manage- 
ment of the road to run an express train 
through their town without stopping to drop 
passengers from New-York. The train is the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk express, which 
starts from the foot of Chambers-street at 6 
o’clock P. M., and is the only train from Pater- 
son between 5:5242 and 6:15. Recently a num- 
ber of the commuters, among whom were 
Augustus Roberts and Charles Berhans, board- 
ea the train at Jersey City, and although the 
conductor punched their tickets for Paterson, 
the train did not stop, and the commuters were 
carried on to Turner’s, thirty miles away. Here 
they bought tickets for Paterson, having been 
refused passes back by the conductor of the 
train that carried them past their homes.

WHERE IS THE JANE LAW? 


A FEVER-PLAGUED BARK MANY DAYS 
OVERDUE. 


The health authorities at Washington re 
ceived some weeks ago a dispatch from Ha 
vana saying that the British bark Jane Law 














‘ had left Havana with a case of yellow fever on 


board bound for New-York. Since that time 
Heaith Officer Smith has been on the lookout 
for the vessel at Quarantine, intending to take 


11 needful precautions to prevent the infectious 
dinonee from being brought into port. Ag. the 
days huve gone by, however, aince the sailing 
of the Jane Law, 1t has become more and morse 

ertinent to ask, Will she ever arrive at 

ew-York at all? Have not. her crew fallen 
victims to the fever, one after the other, leav- 
ing the bark herself a helpless derelict ? 

The reported facts surrounding the sailing of 
the Jane Law seem to make it probable that 
something has interfered with the progress of 
her voyage other than the ordinary forces of 
wind and weather. she cleared for New-York 
from Havana in ballast on Sept. 7. Fever 
made its appearance among her crew, and on 
attempting to proceed to sea, in spite of the 
fever, on Sept. 9, the well members of the crew 
broke out in epen matiny. The vessel was 
obliged te return, and after shipping other men 
again tried to put to sea. Stili another man 
was taken down with the yellow fever, but in 
spite of this fact the bark is reported to have 
sailed on Sept. 12, with the fever still on board. 
Under such circumstances it does not seem im- 
probable that sickuess has weakened the crew 
stil rurther. A fair ron trom Havana would 
, not be more than twelve days in length, while 
the Jane Law has been out already for eighteen 
days, and in that time has not been reported as 
spoken by any other vessel. 

J. W: Parker & Co., the present owners of the 
Jane Law, appear to be not worriea over the 
non-appearunce of the bark.

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DEBTS OF PACIFIC ROADS 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO A NEW 
FUNDING LAW. 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONER TAYLOR'S AN- 
NUAL REPORT—A WAY TO HELP 
THE GOVERNMENT AND THE LINES. 





Commissioner of Railroads, hes filed with the 
Secretary of the Interior the annual report of 
the operations of his bureau for the fiscal year 
ending Jurfe 30,1889. The Commissioner com- 
plains that several of the railroad companies 
which have received grants of public lands to 
aid in the construction of their roads decline to 
report to his office for the reason that such 
grants were made ay the respective States in 
which the roads are situated and not by the 
United States,#and assert that therefore they 
do not come within the language of the act of 
Congress creating the bureau. He asks the Sec- 
retary of the Interior for judicial action. 

Since his appointment (July 17, 1889) the 
Commissioner has made an examination of the 
several railroads in which the Government has 


® pecuniary interest. The following statement

Of the Western roads the Commissioner says: 


“TI pelieve that in many sections of the West, con- 
spicuously in the States of lowa and Kansas, the 
mileage of railr is greatly in excess of the 
legitimate needs of the carrying trade, If this be 
true, then many of the investments in railr prop. 
erties there must fail to yield remunerative divi- 
dends,or the schedules of rates be fixed so high as to 

rove mnomely burdensome to traffic. This con- 
Xioon of things presents a problem ba ag oes of solu- 
tion. Itis safe to say that the remedy does not lie 
in thelevying of extortionate charges or the peatag 
of reckless rate wars. Helief can only come throu, 
increased settlement, euimalating business, and de- 
veloping natural resources. Both the interesta of 
the railroads and the public suffer from the fact 
yeas railroad managers devote their energies too 
argely to the securing of trade from competing 
centres and do not sufficiently encourage the de- 
velopment of local trafic.” 


{n regard to the debts of the bonded roads the 
Commissioner says: 


“Itis very clear to my judgment that there 
should be an extension of time and a reduction of 
the rate of interest. I am not thoroughly con- 
vineea that the end qought can be best f sge opi by 
the passage of atundading bill providing for regular 
fixed payments. Successive crop failures or years 
of business degueesion might render the companies 
unable to meet ther obligations, Such legislation 
should be enacted as will best enable the compa- 
nies to eventually discharge their indebtedness to 
the Government, It would be unfortunate indeed 
to both the railroad companies and the Govern- 
ment should Congress impose such arbitrary con- 
ditions in régard to fixed payments as might ren- 
der egies upon the part of the companics 
practical impossible. Such unwise legislation 

might make it necesgary for wg Government to pay 
. off all liens prior to its own and take possession of 
the roads, a condition of things that it is certainly 
desirable to avoid. 

“In the very timited time I have been able to de- 
vote to the subject, I havecome to the conclusion 
that the most feasible plan to be adopted is to grant 
@ reasonable extension of time with a reduced rate 
of interest and require the ment of a certain 
per cent, of the gross earnings of the roads to be ap- 
plied in liquidation of their indebtedness to th 
Government. This would relieve the railro, 
companies from the embarrassment that might 
come to them were they required to pay fixed sums 
at stated periods. In time of business depression, 
when their receipts were light, their obligations to 
pay would be currespondingly reduced, while in 
prosperous years, when their business was large, 
they could afford te make increased payments. in 
the business of transportation, agin other depart- 
meuts of trade, a geries of years can be wisely de- 
pended prep to bring an average activity upon 
which intelligent estimates 
made.

Teguire that payments Le made from a percentage 
of the grogs rather than of the net earnings of the 
roads, willavoid many serious complications in de- 
termining the exact amounts to be paid, All of the 
railroad companies indebted to the Government 
own or lease aud operate various lines and branches 
in additson to those subsidized. The Government 
has no claim upon any part of the earnings of these 
nop-subsidized lines. The result is that tratiic may 
be diverted, either naturally or with a purpose, 
from the aided to the non-aided Jines, and that vari- 
ous charges in the expense accounts may be entered 
up as against the aided portions of the road that 
righttully shouid be chargeable to 1on-aided por- 
tions. In either eveut, whether by diversion of 
tratiic or the manipulation of accounts, the same 
result follows, a reduction in the net earnings of 
the subsidized lines. 

“Tt is apparent beyond controversy that the sub- 
sidized reads cannot discharge thelr obligations to 
the Government at maturity. BWxistiug laws are 
wholly inadequate to secure the payment of the 
debts due and shertly to become due., It 1s impera- 
tive that Congress provide some medsure of relief.

THE RICHMOND LINES, 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 30.—Proceedings were 
begun here to-day for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Richmond Union Passenger Raii- 
way and the Richmond Citg Street Railway. 
Both of these companies were controlled by the 
late Maurice B. Flymh of New-York and those 
acting with him,

BLEW HIS BRAINS QUT, 


A BROTHER OF J. G. BATTERSON GROWS 
TIRED OF LIFE AND KILLS HIMSELF, 


Hiram BR. Batterson, a brother of James G, 
Batterson, President of the Travelers’ Insur- 
anes Company of Hartford, committed suicide 
at 1,321 Broadway yesterday morning by shoot- 
Ang himself through the right temple. All the 
circumstances point to a calm and deliberate 
suicide. He had spent the preceding evening 
with Mr. Mattoni, an architect, having an office 
in the rear of the offices of the New-England 
Monument Company, where Batterson was em- 
ployed as bookkeeper, and had expressed him- 
self then as wishing to end his life. Yesterday 


morning he went into the toilet room, sat down 
in a chair, and sent a bullet into his brain. 

The memoranda that he left were as follows:

This was written on one side of @ scrap of 
paper. On the other side was this: : 

“Give my trunk at 73 Lexingten-avenue to my 
friend Mafttoni. My last guestion is, Was I ever 
worse than J. G. B.?’ (James G. Batterson.) 

In his pocketbook were evidences of Batter- 
son’s poverty. He had been reduced to the 
necessity of pawning a ring for $3. The con- 
trast of his own condition with that of his 
brother, James G. Batterson, who is many 
times a millionaire, seems to have soured bim 
against the latter. In this pocketbook was a 
memorandum which indicates that there had 
— been business differences between the 

ro 

Batterson was forty-two years of age and had 
become a physical and financial wreck through 
dissipation. He began life under auspicious 
circumstances in Hartford. He was a great so- 
cial favorite and a man of steady habits. But 
he went into politics, was elected to the Hart- 
ford Common Council, and then steadily de- 
clined through intemperance, He had only 
come to New-York within two or three months 
to take charge of the books of the New-England 
Monument Company. He was never married. 
The body was taken charge of by a Sixth-

There are very many men, especially 
among those whose regard for veracity has 
been weakened by habitual fishing, who 
will claim to have owned at some remote 
period a pair of water-proof boots. A man 
of this kind is not infrequently heard to 
say, “‘I had a pair of boots about ten years 
ago that you couldn’t wet through. Why! 
Pve stood for six or eight hours up to the 
tops of those boots in water and never had 
a drop come through them.” It isa curious 
fact-that assertions of this kind, if exam- 
ined, are uniformly found te be wholly 
false. The tendency to make them, while 
almost invariably fouxrd ameng fishermen, 
is not confined exclusively to that Class, 
and it is not easily explicable by experts in 
ethics. It is perhaps worth noticing that the 
story is always the same. The teller never 
claims to have owned more than one pair of 
water-proof boots, and he never takes the 
trouble to explain why he has not always 
bought boots of the same quality and from 
the same maker. He must know that 
scarcely any one believes his marvelous 
tale, and yet some strange impulse urges 
him on to repeat it, and so blacken his 
soul with useless and aimless perjury.

She, too, dies, 
but tells the secret to her daughter, Rita, the 
heroine of the play. Rita’s brother, ‘Paulo, falls 
in love with Laura, whose position he does not 
know, and Hugo, the heir to the throne, though 
he does Dot ‘now it, is in love with Rita, in 
the tirst act Chiqui, with bis soldiers, comes to 
the woodman’s cottage in search of Torriani, 
who, no longer useful to Philipo, is condemned’ 
todeath. He dees not find him, though Tor- | 
riani is there, like Hugo disguisedas a woedman. * 
Vico seeks to wrest from Rita the secret of tae 
hiding place of the casket containing the jewels 
and proots of Hugo’s identity, but fails. Rita | 
tells the secret to Paulo, her brother, and Vico 
and Torriani, overhearing, determine to get the 
casket,

ELIZABETH, Sept. 30.—The famous Frazee.Lee 
will case, that has been wearily dragging along 
for months in the Union County Court, is at last 
about to come to trial at the term of court 
which opens next Tuesday.

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The expected indictments against the 
conspirators in the Flack divorce suit were 
submitted by the Grand Jury in the Court 
of General Sessions yesterday. The con- : 
spirators are Sheriff James A. FLACK, his 
son, WILLIAM FLack, the woman Ray- 
MOND, Civil Justice AMBROSE MONELL, 
¥Lack’s counsel, and the referee in the 
case, JosePH MEEKs.” Besides the charge 
of conspiracy ‘to pervert the administration 
of justice thereis also a charge of suborna- 
tion of perjury and falsification of evidence. 
An indictment which was not generally an- 
ticipated was also found against GEORGE 
B. Hart, FLAck’ssbrother-in-law, for writ- | 
ing a threatening letter to Mrs. FLACK to 
jnduce her to abandon the  proceed- 
ings for having the divorce set aside. 
In addition to the indictments the 
Grand Jury submitted an important 
presentment regarding the case. It calls 
attention tothe condition of the law which 
makes it possible to secure a divorce by the 
consent and collusion of the parties, con- 
demns the practice of turning divorce cases 
over to referees, and declares that the rec- 
ords in all such cases should be public. The 
Grand Jury very justly says that there is 
less danger in publicity than in secrecy, 
but it may be doubted whether it should 
not be left to the discretion of Judges to 
withhold certain kinds of evidence from 
the open record. The attention of the bar 
js very properly directed to the abuse of 
attorneys permitting their names to be used 
jn suits:in which they do not actually ap- 
pear, and the action of Mr. WRIGHT in per- 
mitting that use of his name is cen- 
sured. Judge BOOKSTAVER’S judicial posi- 
tion removes his offense from the jurisdic- 
tion.of the Grand Jury, but it did not re-

Among the beautiful dreams that in all 
ages have softened the prosaic realities of 
life there is none that mau is more ready to 
believe and more eager to convert into 
substantial reality than the dream of 
water-proof boots.

ordinate supply of food and clothes. Hopeful 
philanthropists may . fiua exceptional instances 
of reclamation under the paternal policy. They 
are 80 rare, however, as scarcely to justify ex- 
uberant expectations. Whether it will be dif- 
ferent as long as the Government encourages 
the Indian to be a pauper and enables him to 
exist in complete idleness seems very doubtful 
when you come to see the Nation’s ward as he 
is at home on a reservation like that of Fort 
Hall, the agency of which is at Ross Fork, in 
Eastern idaho, twelve miles north of Pocatello, 

When you alight from the train that brings 
you to Ross Fork you are in the midst ofa 

great upland plain, and the breeze that sweeps 
down from the west has met with no obstruc- 
tion for miles greater than tufts of sage brush. 
The store of the pust trader stands on a slightly 
rising ground at the east, only a few steps from 
the railroad. Beyond a wide stretch of gravel 
and dust, marked with the tracks of horses, 
there is a row of plain but reasonably comfort- 
able cabins, the homes of the agent, the phy- 
Bsician, the volunteer teachers, and other em- 
ployes, and some “shacks” of timber, the seams 
chinked with clay. There is a hog corral at one 
side, and opposite to it are a slaughter pen and 
a shed for the storage and distribution of ra- 
‘tions. South of the cabins and corral is the 


ageney farm, covered now with a useless crop 
ot grain, burned out by the failure of the stream 
that was the onig reliance of the agency farmer 
tor irrigation. 

Further away, partly hidden by clumps of 
dry bushes, are the cabius of some of Uncie 
Sam’s red pensioners. There are two or three 
lodges, or ** wickiups,” as they are called here, 
risiug conspicuously upon the plain, with their 
crazy-looking annexes fur the slowing away of 
such personal baygage as the master of the 
house of poles ana cotton cloth cannot arrange 
witniu his portable home. There are not many 
Indians in sight most of those about here being 
as.eep. Lhrcee or four staud in w cluster about 
their ponies, tied to a post bear the agency 
trader’s store. They are ail vianketed, but one 
of them has gene so’ far toward accepting the 
dress of tue white Man as to wear breevhes and 
“‘straps,” or broad front strips of Angora wool 
reacuing from belt to pottom seam. 

indian Agent 8. G. Fisher lives at the end of 
the row of cabins in a piain and comfortable 
house, ald from his porch he can see the home— 
half cabin, half eut—of the chief of tue Ban- 
nucks, Old Tahe as long worn tue dress of 
civilized men. He is a power still with his 
tribe, over which xe has ruled more snows than 
hecan rememver. Heis eighty-four years old and 
@ venerable and not unimpressive vid savage. 
There is suow upon his hair, a8 1t hangs In thin 
losks under his broad felt hat, but his eyes are 
scarcely dimmed, aud he seems capable of a 
goud deal of tramping. He draws his regular 
supply of boots, but, like most of his trive, he 
preiers woccasins, and wears them. 

* Ben,” @ taithful and indusirious employe, 
who comes dashing alung On @ Cayuse, With a 
lariat coiled at the crupper of his saddle, wears 
ared shirt anda pair of wooily “straps,” that 
give his bow legs a strong resemblance to tue 
jegs of wun unusually fat bear with a broad 
tr He is tamous for throwing the rope, and 
he employs his skill to some purpose. He 
“rounds up” and drives in the Government 
cattle tor the weekly slaugnter and distribu- 
tien. His home is elght or ten miles away, and 
he has a sick wife about whom he Is solicitous, 
He sits down and waits at the door of the phy- 
AliGian’s cabin. 

When Dr. Miller makes his appearance, riding 
across. the plaim trem: a trip to the Fork State 
scheel, tweaty miles away, Ben follows him 
inte the little pharmacy, lined with shelves of 
medicine and filled with the usual smell of an 
a@poluecary’s snop. The Indian waits to be 

the matter of his visit. 

*Wifs heap sick,” be says. ‘* Papoose not 
sick Papvose he tree week old. Wire he sick 
tree day. Caicave headache. No eat Heap 
talk. No sleep. He bad, very bad.” 

Ben takes the prescription made up for him 
from this rough description of symptoms, and 
rides off toward bis home on Whisky Creek. 
Mest of the Indians are scattered about over 
the reservation. When the water became so 
scarce tuat ihe agent had to have it for agency 
use, he drove the bulk of his boarders away. 
Ouly a few except the Indian constables 
Trewsin permauentiy, although little parties are 
coming in daily on their badiy-tead ponies tu 
make calis’on tbeir friends and to haye a game 
of cards with their acquaintances. Dr. Miller 
invited the writer to join him in making some 
professional calls, We go into the nearest 
“ wickiup” to luok for a squaw reported oa the 
sick list. There are two or three bucks and 
txo squaws lying down, with their heads to 
the edge of the lodge and their feet 
toward @ scant tire of sage bush, from 
which there risés a curl of stinging smoke 
that blinds ihe unaccustomed eye. A boy with 
a black mop of bair falling over his scarred 
face jumps with a starvied iook, and leans upon 
a dry-goeds bux that appears to be used 4s a 
pantry. iwo papooses sprawling on the floor, 
with next te puthing to speak ofin the way of 
clotbes, play in ulter uncoencern. Ail the adults 
are rolled up in their blankets and asleep, al- 
though it is just past noon, aud the bucks re- 
main asleep. Lhe squaws sre more curious. 
“hey peer out from their blankets and regard 
the two men who stand in the open side of the 
leoage with smues. They only stare and smile 
when tne doctor asks in Shushone for the sick 
member of the family. The doctor can get no 
answer, and so he goes away. 

Over in the slight bollow where Tahe’s lodge 
is pitched there are more sleeping bucks and 
squaws in biankets, alLuough the day is not a 
cold one. Av vid squaw is the first tospring 
up, aud her toothless mouti is soon actively 
Wagaine witad gussip that Dr. Miller cannot 
understand. The bucks grunt in succession as 
they are uncovered vy the medical man. Lhere 
does not appear to be anybody in need of any- 
thing but something to do. Over in @ very 
filtay iog cabin near by Pat Largy, @ giaut 

apnock, is really at work, Heis putting the 

Dishiug touches upoa a pair of gurgeous red 
legxzins With green flaps. A compauion, worn 
out with the um of reservation lite, 
sleeps in Nis blanket near by. By dint of great 

perseverance tue physician is able to secure 
trow the Indian with the Milesian name exnouch 
information to heip him to couciude that the 
patieut Le icoked tor had“ gone away.” There 
wasn’t much the matter. When an Indian 
thinks he is really sick he hunts up the medi- 
eine man of the vcrive. If he only iceis uacom- 
forvabie envuch to compel him to send for the 
agenoy physician, he gets Some One to run up 
to the agency ior him. The entire aiternvoon 
Was speut io jovking fur Cases supposed to need 
treatmeut, and nove was found, 

Tuere are abuut tweive nuudred Indians on 
the Fort Hail Reservaiion. hey are ubvuut haif 
and hails Baupocks aod shoshunes. ‘the Ban- 
nocks, whe were @ troubidsome lut a few years 
azo, manifest a dispesitiou, not very strong, 
bui gratiiying in a measure, to “be like white 
folks.” They put oa shirts and trousers when 
there are Do Shosxzones about to ridicule them, 
and they exchunge these garments of civiliza- 
tiou ior blankets when they want to “dressup.” 
Tuey cultivate 4 iew patches of grain when tne 
season isa gvod one. The language of conver- 
gation between Iudiaus and Whites is Shoshone, 
strange ta say, apd Agent Fisher, woo has been 
twenty years hereabout, tells me that no one 
ever pretends to understand Baunock unless 
he an indian. wae shoshunes despise 
the white man, and they detest his 
clothes and will not wear them. They 
also tee! and express & coutempt for the 
Bannocks. who imitate the clothing of white 
men and “ work,” whico 00 Shosuone who hus 
any seit-respect willever do. The influence of 
the Supshouys upon the Bannocks is always 
pad. ii no doubt nelps tue Governmeut in its 
attempts to keep the [udiaus in a condition of 
depeusency. The wunder is now that there 
gbould only be im ali (ue reservation a hulf- 
dozen badly cultivated patches of land, yleldin 
alittle hay and occasionally some grain, bu 
that tuere should be any land at all cultivated 

diaus. 
Peery Satarday the whole batch of Indians on 
the reservaiivn flock to the agency. They rido 
in on their ponies, with blankets flapping and 
bair streawing iv the wind, Some witb their laces 
* liperaliy cvated wita yeiluw ochre, to take their 
share of the fifteen beeves that Uncle Sum has 
kilied ana cut upforthem They used to fignt 
for places until the plan was adopted of eroct 
ing ® Umber partition ywith & wicket at aoe 
end, farnishing cach Indian with a ticket an' 
compelling them to file best pn er -in turn to pre- 
gent their tickets. Witn all their pride an ee 
sumed importance at otuer times, the smello 
beet makes them willing to undergo any bumill- 
ation to get it.

low, and green, that is twisted about his waist, 
and that slips down when he becomes excited 
about the count of his opponent, who answers 
to the commonplace name ot “Tommy,” but 
succeeds very regularly in drawing a new haif 
dollar from the visitor’s pouch with every now 
deal. They treat the agency trader's Chinese 
cook, who is a very dignified little fellow, with 
a@ funny cap like a blue jacket’s, with supreme 
contempt when he stops to look at the game. 
The Chinaman presently has his reve e 
rings a bell for supper, and the haif dozen 
Indian spectators, who have been regaling 
thesaselves with the rinds of some watermelons 
that bad not been eaten very ciosely down to 
the green by the trader’s customers, are all 
turned unceremoniously out to air their blank- 
ets in the evening breeze. 

There is an industrial school over at Fort 
Halli, ana several excellent teachers who are 
devoting their time to training the younger 
Indians to become sel{-suppurting, cleanly, and 
law abiding. I am assured that the persons 
engaged in this dificult work are envuuraged 
with the progress made by the children under 
their charge. {[t1s to be hoped that they will 
not be disappointed. Itis hurd to believe that 
most of them will not yield rather to the temp- 
tation that the Government is constantly put- 
ting 1n their way, and choose to be idle, to exist 
as best they can on the weekly Government 
ration, and to go clad in such semi-savage 
clothing as the Government provides to be dis- 
tributed among them. It would be a temptation 
to almost any ae number of interior wen, 
not naturally industrious, to fall into barbar- 
ism. Even fifteen hundred Grand Army men, 
who have fallen into the habit of regarding the 
Government simply a8 a feeder of pap, and 
who were put in the way of getting blaukets 
and beef wituout raising their hands, might be 
imagined as gradually falling into sullen say- 
agery, and fighting ata wicket for a chance to 
get an early supply of Government rations. 
The Shoshones aud Bannocks Lave long con- 
sidered it as their right to be. maintained with- 
out exertion. If the support of the Govern- 
ment was withdrawn from them, after due no- 
tice, they might come to conclude that they 
could do something besides ride around the 
country, play cards, and sleep. 

Agent Fisher, who favors generally the plan 
to allot the lands to the Indians in severulty, 
says that he finds some reasuns for regarding it 
as & bad pian to have the lands of the Fort Hall 
Reservation distributed by the usual method. 
To attempt to give eacn head of a family 160 
acres would result in the allotment tu a very 
smail number of all the lands along the streams, 
while the rest would get plains that would be of 
no use tothem without a water privilege. The 
law in this country is that the man who has 
water owns it, and if it is his fortune to be on a 
stream, aud he chooses to divert it, no one 
has any right to complain, even the next 
wan below him on the same watercourse, 
who is deprived of the means of watering 
his stock and irrigating his Jands. It is his 
opinion, which is one generaily shared by the 
people of this section, that tae reclamation of 
the vast areas of sage-brush prairie can only be 
accomplished by the Government, or by com- 
binations of capitalists who secure the now 
worthiess lands under the Desert Land act or 
the Pre-emption act, and get back, by charging 
more than the Guvernmeut rates, the muney 
they had invested in improvement. It does 
not need Ageut Fisher’s testimony, after one 
has seen the extent of the lands now beyond 
reach of everything but the early Spring anu 
late Fall ralus, to make it piain that great 
sums must be expended in reclaiming them. 

The Mormons converted the Cache and Utah 
Valleys, it is true, without money capital, put 
they were able, under the patriarchal and @fer- 
archical government under which they lived 
undisturbed tor years, to do much that cannot 
be accomplished by settlers who have the very 
slightest bonds of community. Much of the 
successful farming With irrigation in idaho was 
done, | am informed, by the Mormons, whom 
the Gentiles of Idaho now seek tv disfranchise. 
That they approve ‘their works, while denounc- 
ing their faith, is plain to any one who reads 
the glowing accounts of what has been achieved 
in the Territory by the application of water to 
desert lands. 

The Indians at the Ross Fork Agency are 
amiable, if they are indolent. The bucks smile 
when they say ‘*Good day” in their soft and 
agreeable way. The squaws are wore cheeriul 
and communicative and take the world very 
lightly, although one is seldom seen without a 
papoose swung from her back in a fold of her 
blanket. The white wen give them the worst of 
reputations, and the chiluren are not rarely 
walking evideuce of the truth of all charges 
brought against them. They do the heaviest 
work in the tields, fuilow their tords and mas- 
ters like dugs, and generally appear to be sub- 
ordinate. But Agent Fisher says that they ate 
stronger than the men, physically and mental- 
ly, and that they not only get the best of them 
in domestic “spats,” but reaily “boss” the 
wickiup in all matters. They are not unlike 
some white women who seem be “abso- 
luteiy subservient to their husbands and yet 
rule them with superior management. There 
area few Bannacks about the agency stores 
who are industrious. They, however, are like 
all Indians about agencies. They expect to be 
paid for every stroke of work. The Govern- 
ment supplies to them they look upon as their 
right. They are to them the price of their dis- 
possession. When they are paid for work or 
belts or game they are not happy until they have 
exchanged their money for melons or gewgaws 
or other luxuries. They seldom think of the 
empty lodge or the children who may De hun- 
gry. E.G. D. 


A COTTON UVUOKNER BROKEN. 





COLLAPSE OF THE BULL SPECULATION 
IN LIVERPOOL. 

LonDon, Sept. 30.—The cotton corner at Liv- 
erpool has collapsed on a report that Mr. Steen- 
strand, the manipulator of the corner, was sell- 
ing. Prices for September delivery fell from 


‘6 45-64d. to 6 16-64d., and then rose to 6 21-64d. 


Alarge number of bulls foliowed Mr. Steen- 
etrand. Their nervousness wrecked the corner. 
The month went out at 6 22-64d., sellers, 30 
points under the highest price for that month. 


Mr. Steenstrand holds from 70,000 to 100,000 
baies of American cotton. 

LivERPOOL, Sept. 30.—The total amount ten- 
dered in settlement of contracts to deliver, is 
48,400 bales. 

Mr. Steenstrand does not conceal his surprise 
and disappointment at the failure of the corner. 
He says 1t was the large number of bulls that 
rode upon his back that caused the collapse. 
The quantity of cotton held by bulis until the 
last moment was much larger than he ex- 

ected. They must have lost heavily, he said, 

ut he was unable to give an idea of their 

losses. He said he belir' ed one result of tne 
collapse would be the .vulition of short-time 
milis. 

Ic is reported that the corner operators 
will ship the bulk of their cotton to the 
Continent. The rumor, koweyer, 18 not 
believed, as the stocks in ope are 
already heavy. The Liverpovl market 
is rejoicing that the loss will fall mostly upon 
continental bears. It is reported thac one large 
spinner in Alsace suffers to the extent of 2100,- 
000 on this account, but few failures are ex- 
pected here. 

It is reported that Mr. Steenstrand’s gain 
through the corner wili not exceed £50,000. 
He expected to make £250,000. He had been

The breaking un of the cotton corner in Liv- 
erpool had ite effects on the New-York market 
yesterday. October went down twelve points, 
November ten, and the other months seven and 
eight. Spot went down an eighth of a cent. 
There were very large receipts in this city yes- 
terday, 51,000 bales arriving when only 43,000 
were expected. This fact aided in the decline.

Previous to the hearing of theAlton case the case 
of Jobn P.Squire of Boston against nearly all the 


Eastern trunk lines was brought up and passed. 
The hearing of the Toledo Exchange against 
the Lake Shore and other roads was passed to 
the foot of the calendar. An effort was again 
then made to get before the commission 
the question of grain reduetions, or 
the practice of railways in deduotin 
tive pounds or more from each load 
of wheat delivered to them. The case was that 
of Fred White of Michigan against the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Central. The specific 
charges were that wheat delivered by the com- 
lainant at Dayton, Mich., to these roads had 
born charged with deduotions for which he 
asked $300 compensation. 1t¢ was affirmed that 
five pounds were deducted from each load, 
sometimes as much as nine pounds, | 

The defense set up by the roads was that no 
complaint was made for violation of the inter- 
State law, that the charge was not of irregular- 
ity in carrying. The roads claimed the amount 
deducted was barely sufticient to indemnify the 
company for shrinkage; they sail wheat was 
stored and receipts given for it without charge 
to farmers, and that it was always the custom 
to deduct fractienal parts of five pounds. They 
asked for a dismissal of the case On the ground 
that the charges did not claim wheat was deliv- 
ered under the operation of the inter-State 
laws; thatasa matter of fact the particular 
case occurred in 1884, before the law went into 
effect. The case was taken under advisement. 

When the Alton case was called Chairman 
Walker of the Inter-State Railway Association, 
the complainant, and Attorney Brown of the 
Alton arrayed themselves. For the hour anda 
half following it was an oratorical contest be- 
tween the two gentlemen. Chairman Walker 
stated the case. He said that the Chicago and 
Alton Road had been a member of the Rallway 
Association until Juiy 15 of.this year. He ex- 
plained the methods of stock shipping from 
Kansas City to Chicago, which cities he termed 
the centres of the cattle trade, Through rates 
are made from shipping points in the West 
through Kansas City to Chicago, with privilege 
of a stop-over in Kansas City. If cattle are not 
sold there the unsold remainder are sent to 
Cnicago on the original billing. 

‘¢ At the present time,” he said, ‘‘the condition 
of trade has become such that much of this 
stock is shipped in private cars on which milte- 
age is collected. The result 1s that line cars are 
largely unused.” He then explained that the 
American Live Stock Commission Company 
wae an organization of cattle growers made for 
the purpose of shipping cattle. ‘This com- 
pany,” he said, ‘*have made contracts with the 
Alton Road to use 400 of their cars, for which 
they are to pay $6 a month rental. It is in the 
nature of a rebate. If all lines should ao the 
same it would destroy trade,” 

Attorney Brown responded at length, aflirm- 

ing that there was no charge of violation of the 
law and only a fear that such might be done. 
He further denied the right of the railroad as- 
sociation to make complaint on the ground that 
itis neither a real person nor an artificial per- 
son, 
**T acknowledge the contracts,” he said, “ but 
I reserve the right to withhold them. Iam not 
satistied to have our contracts made public for 
the mere satisfaction of curious minds. We 
have a valuable contract, but we are willing to 
make the same with other persous under the 
same conditions,” 

After a recess Judge Cooley announced that 
the question would be taken under advisement 
as to whether the case in its present form 
should be considered by the commission. The 
decision on this point will be given to-morrow 
morning. 

The case of the Chicago, Kansas City and 
Nevraska and the Rock Island against the 
Chicago anda Alton occupied the remainder of 
the day, and will be continued to-morrow. The 
point at issue is in regard to live stock stop- 
over petviene at ansas City. Chairman 
Midgeley of the Southern Kailway Association 
was subjected to an hour’s rigid questioning in 
the matter.

ATCHISON STOCK GOES WAY DOWN. 


Bosten, Sept. 30.—Atchison opened weak this 
morning at 34%, and large blocks were imme- 
diately forced on the market, carrying it down 
to 32. A report from New-York that to-mor- 
row’s interest will be defaulted scared a good 
many people, especially as it came just when 
the Executiye Committee was in session.

LATE NEWS FROM ALASKA 
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THE REVENUK OUITER RUSH 
AT SITKA. 

A POOR EQUIPMENT FOR STOPPING IL~ 
LICIT SEALING-—-NO MORE LIQUOR 
SMUGGLING AT SITKA. 

SiTKa, Sept. L:2.—Tne United States’ revenue 
cutter Rush, commanded by Capt. Shepard, 
arrived at Sitka at noon to-day after a Summer's 
cruise in Behring Sea, attempting to protect the 
sealing interests of the United States. The ves- 
sel has been expected here for several weeks, as 
when last heard from Capt. Shepard had or- 
dered the seaman who was put aboard 
the Black Diamond as a prize crew to bring 
the seized vessel to Sitka with all possiple 
dispatch, and here await the arrival of the 
Rush. Instead of coming here from the west- 
ward, Capt. Shepard made a detour by the way 
of Victoria, B. C., and arrived at Sitka from 


below. 

In addition to the seizure of the Black Dia 
mond, a Canadian or British Columbian vessel 
which made her escape, he overhauled another 
of American ownership and took formal pos- 
session of her, put after removing several hun- 
dred sealskins, supposed to have been taken 
in Behring Sea, released the vessel itself. The 
officer in command of the latter vessel was 
obliged to putin at Port Townsend, and there 
finding that he was in the clutches of the law 
again, surrenderea the vessel to the United 
States authorities. She will be brought within 
the district of Ala ka to be libeled, con- 
demned, and sold. There is no international 


uestion involved in the seizure and dispo- 
sition of this vesse). When the contra- 
band sealing sesson began in Behring Sea two 
years ago, the vessel sailed on an expedition of 
that kind, under British colors, ana with a 
Canadian Dowinion license. She was captured 
in Bebring Sea by the Rush, brought here in 
1887, and libeled aud condemned and ordered 
sold. She and two others were sent to Port 
Townsend fur sale, which was made by the 
United States Marshal there early last Spring. 
She was bougut by a gentleman of some Means 
at that place and fitted out fur a seal cruise 
again, this time carrying the American colors 
and having an American cvastiug license. 
There can be no legal ovjection to her condemna- 
tion this time. 

When the present owner of the vessel bought 
her at the Marsnal’s sale at Port Townsend he 
declared that if he put her into the sealing busi- 
ness in Beuring Sea anda revenue cutter at- 
tempted interference his crew would resist to 
the death, All this bravado has vanished. 
Blustering shipowners and ship masters have 
so far shed no warmer blood in Behring Sea 
thun that of the heipiess tur seals. The Rush 
brought in some hundreds of fur sealskins which 
were taken fromthe Biack Diamund and otner 
vesseis overhauled. Ne larger crew Was pro- 
vided for the Kush than was necessary to man- 
age the vessel, leaving no force to spare to put 
aboard vesseis seized. All Capt. Shepard 
could do under the circumstances was to re- 
wove sealskins supposed to have been uLlaw- 
tully taken and release the vessels or send 
them down in the manner in whion the 
Biack Diamond was dispatched toward 
Sitka for adjudication. The sealskins brought 
hereon ithe Kush will be libeled vy the United 
States District Attorney in a few days, and 
then the court will probably make an order as 
toeach batch of them, declaring their forfeit- 
ure and ordering a sale, the proceeds to go into 
tne Treasury. The Kush will remain for several 
weeks, 80 that the oflicers may give® their evi- 
denee in the libel cases of the sealskins, and 
then she will proceed to San Francisco for the 
Winter. 

The new customs officials are beginning to 
make it very lively for the contraband liquor 
trade in Alaska. All imporiation of liquors 
from any piace in the United States or from 
foreign countries is prohipited, except 
under oertaiu- definite regulations pre- 
scribed by the President. Up to this 
time these regulations have been igygored, 
and it was the easiest thing in the world to get 
a Custom House permit. Besides that, hun- 
dreds of gallous of the ‘olliest whisky in the 
world were smuggled in by steamers and other- 
wise. The new Collector of Customs, Max 
Pracht, bas begun a lively war against smug 
#lers of liquors. He suspected that about $500 
worth of liquors had veen landed trom the 
steamer three weeks ago and that they were 
concealed in a bedroom belonging to a saloon 
keeper. Under the act of Congress of April 24, 
1882, he made written complaint to the United 
States District Judge, John H. Keatiey, and 
asked for a search warrant, The owners of the 
building feil back on their asserted rights 
as American citizens and the Declaration 
otf Independence, «co, but the Collector 
of Customs burst the door open and found 
about $1,000 worth of whisky that had been 
landed without a permit. It is now in the 
courts on its way to legal confiscation, but this 
is the amaliest part of the affair. It has made a 
flutier all over Aluska, because it indicates that 
&@ new era has begun, and that the white people 
of Alaska are not to be exposed to the perils of 
illegitimate selling of intoxicating liquors to the 
Indians—barbarians and beasts when-under its 
influence. The action of the Collector of Cus- 
tows had the previous sunction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and of the solicitor of that 
department. The Collector has the courage to 
carry out the new policy, and is supported in it 
by nine-tenths of the white people of the Terri- 
tory. 





OLLITUAKY., 
JOANNES GOURD. 


T. se died in -Lyons, France, last week, 
Joannes Gourd, who will be well remembered 
by many of the older residents of this city. He 
died suddenly of heart failure at the age of 
seventy-four years. He was a native of Lyons 
and a member of the great silk firm of Gourd 
Brothers .of Lyons. In 1837 he established a 
silk importing business in New-York, which 
grew to be one of the jargest concerns in this 
country. This business he conducted uutil 
1864, when he returned to Lyons to live in re- 
tirement. One of his sons, Henry E. Gourd, is 
now an importer of wines in this city. 

Joannes Gourd during his residence here was 
prominent in charitaple works. He was a 
‘Trustee of the Irish Emigrant Savings Bank, of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Church and Hospital, 
and of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. After bis return 
to Lyons he was honored with many local posi- 
tions as Director and Trustee of banking and 
charitable institutions. A requiem mass will be 
said for the repose cf his soul at the church of 
St. Vincent de Paul this morning at 9 o'clook. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Col, Robert Patton Crockett died at his residence 
on Rucker’s Creek, Texas, last ihuraday in the 
seventy-third year of his age. He was one of Aovud 
County’s pioneer settlers, locating therein 1854. 
His death removes the only remaining son of Davy 
Crockett. Immediately after the fall of the Alamo 
and the massacre of his father by Santa Anna’s sol- 
diers he leit his home in Tennessee and joined the 
Texas revolutionists. After peace was declared 
and victory achieved by the ‘exansjhe returned 
to Tennessee, where he married apd settled down. 
In 1854 he moved to Texas, taking with him his 
aged mother, Elizabeth Crockett, who died in 1860. 
On the evening of Aug. 11 he received serions in- 
juries by a frightened team running away with the 
wagon, and suffered intensely till his death, 


William P. Dole, Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
under President Lincoln, died at his residence in 


Washington yesterday, aged seventy-cight years. 
He was bora in Vermont, but spent his early life in 
Indiana, where he served in the State § Legislature. 
Subsequently he moved to Illinois, and in 1860 he 
took an active part in the nomination of President 
Lincoln, being: a delegate to the Chicago Conven- 
tion. He bas lived in Washington for more than 
twenty years. lie leaves considerable propert: 
largely firm lands in Illinois. The interment wi

Charles H. Stoddard, a well-known resident o 
Reno, Nev., who had been in Washington look- 
ing after large Indian depredation claims, died in 
Providence Hospital Sunday night from paralysis.

JUST WHY THE KEARSARGE WILL 
CONVEY HIM TO HAYTI, 


Activity was the order of affairs at the navy 
yard yesterday, pending the putting of the 
Kearsarge into commission to convey Minister 
Erederick Douglass and his companions to 
Hayti. The commotion was added to by the 
change of commanders ot the vessel, which 
took place about noontime. In compliment to 
Commander Whiting, who relieves Commander 
Shepard, by order of the War Department, the 
crew were piped to quarters and an elaborate 
ceremonial gone through with. 

The change in commanders was stated by the 
executive. officer of the Kearsarge to be without 
significance. Commander Shepard, it was ex- 
plained, had just returned from a lengthy tour 
of duty in the waters of the Black Republic. 
He had applied for relief, and the granting of 
his request was merely coincident with the de- 
parture of Minister Dougiass for that country, 
and there was nothing in respect of the “color 
line,” or indisposition to carry out the orders of 
the Government in conveying Minister Doug- 
lase to his tiela of diplomatic service attached to 
the change. Everything has been done for the 
comfort of the party. The personal and private 
quarters of the commanding officer have been 
set apart for them. 

If the plans of the Commander are carried out 
the Kearsarge will leave her moorings at 9 
o’clook this morning and make all possible prog- 
ress, aided by sail and steam, to her destina- 
tion. Minister Dougiass arrived from Washing- 
ton by the limited express yesterday afternoon, 
and was met by a delegation of friends at the 
Pepnusylvania Railroad station. Mr. and Mrs. 
Douglass and their sons and sons’ wives and Mrs. 
C. 8.B. Spear were the guests of A. Swan Brown, 
who entertained them at dinner at the Mer- 
chants’ Club. Mr. and Mrs. Douglass, and Mr. 
Dougilass’s secretary, Mr. Bassett, went on 
board the Kearsarge last evening. 

So far as the persons in charge of the vessel 
were concerned, the executive officer stated 
the fact was simply recognized on their part 
that the Government had intrusted to thema 
certain prescribed duty to perform, and that 
duty would be accomplished as becanie officers 
and gentlemen ipvested with commissions in 
the United States Navy. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30,—The official corre- 
spondence concerning the detail of the United 
States steamship Ossipee to take Minister 


Douglass to Hayti is made public this evening. 
It shows in the first place that Commander Kel- 
logg was relieved from duty on the Ossipee be- 
fore it was known that that vessel would be de- 
tailed for the service named. Lieut. Com- 
mander Evans insisted that he could make the 
trip on the Ossipee, although his Chief Engineer 
reported that the boilers were in an unsafe con- 
dition. Secretary Tracy appointed a board to 
make a thorough examination of the ship, and 
upon areport that it would take $20,000 and 
106 days’ work to make the ship seaworthy de- 
cided to revoke the order for her sailing, and 
the Captain of the Kearsarge was then directed 
to put his vessel in readiness to convey Minis- 
ter Douglass to Hayti.

ASKED FOR. 
BUSINESS MEN PROMISE TO -MAKE.THE 
FalR BOOM}IF THE COMMITTEES DO 
SOMETHING DECISIVE TO-DAY. 


The publication on Sunday of Henry R&.. 
Yowne’s maps and his descriptive letter in re- 
gard to possible sites for the Worli’s Fair had 
‘the desired effect of rousing active interest 
anew on this subject and of enlisting very many 
in its discussion who have heretofore heid 
aloof. Opinion seems to have crystallized that 
every day of delay 1s a danger to the success of 
the project, and that it is all-important that 
the Committees on Site and Buildings and on 
Finance should as speedily as possible get into 
condition: to proceed with their work. The 
chief desideratum at present is that something 
should be accomplished. 
It does not seem tobe a matterof much in- 
terest just now to those chiefly concerned what 
‘the thingis thatshould be done, so long as it 
shall furnish positive evidence to the comm 
nity that the committees have definitely set out 
upon the actual acquisition of a site, and upon 
the actual collection of money by some autbor- 
ized means. If the meetings: to-day of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of the Finance Committee, 
and of the Site Committee shall result ina 
definite advancein some form in which the 
public can come in, the way to success will 
goon be paved. What has been done heretofore 
is quite generally regarded as a mere prelim- 
inary to decisive action. Until the first step 
shall be taken ina decisive direction, it is as- 
sumed that contributions of money will not be 
made except in a desultory way, as has already 
happened. Itis believed, however, that if the 
committee shall declare the boundaries ef the 
_gite, and the Finance Committee make a Cali 
for money, subscription papers will at once be 
started among merchants, and a substantial 
guarantee fund will soon be forthcoming. 
The desire that something shall be done does 
not ignore the evident fact that the committees 
are hedged in by many difficulties which can- 


not be readily overcome. At the same time it 
is felt by those who advise decisive action that) 
‘the committees can afford to take some chances 
In order to start the ball vigorously rolling. If 
action by one committee were taken in & direc- 
tion to win popular applause it is believed that 
the other committee would’ then feel bound to 
declare its plan, and that the necessary amount 
of money would be pledged in very short order. 

Isaac Stern of Stern Brothers was down town 
yesterday and was one of the most earnest in 
advocating some such course as that outlined 
above. He said that quite independently of the 
action of his firm in tendering the use of the 
block owned by them in the belt north of the 
Park, the firm would be ready at any time to 
ccntribute generously to the iair project as soon 
as it could be formulated, and thatthe dry goods 
trade generally would befound more than will- 
ing to do their share 1n premesnk the success 
of the enterprise. Mr. Stern did not confide his 
views tosuch mewbers of the Committees on 
Site and Finance as he happened to meet, but 

“he circulated them among business men, and 
‘was able to report at the end of the day that the 
feeling every where seemed to be one of anxiety 
that a definite project should be announced in 
order that contributions might be speedily 
forthcoming. 

Mr. Stern was confident that if the Committee 
on Site would take the trouble toinvite prop- 
erty owners in that section to meet them for the 
purpose of making arrangements for the use of 
jand there woula be little difficulty in bringing 
about such.a meeting, with results that could 
hardly fail to be gratifying. The two offers ol, 
‘property which reached the committee yester- 
Gay are samples of what may be expected daily 
from now on, it is thought, but Mr. Stern be- 
lieves that every arrangement in regard to land 
couid be completed within a week if a general 
mesting of property owners could be con- 
-vened, while if the committee depend upon 
getting offersin dribleis, as has happened so 
~ it would be folly ve expect early good re- 
sults. 

Among those who claim to be familiar with 
the inside operations of the Finance Committee, 
excuses are made for the delays that have oc- 
curred on the ground that the scheme 1s 80 im- 
portant that it ought to be well matured before 
any financial plan is announced. While this 
view of the matter is conceded to be sound, the 
feeling among those who are most earnestly in- 
terested in the eg Saree for the fatr is that 
the time passed fully a wend oy fa ago for ma- 
tured consideration of a financial plan, and that 
the members of the Finance Committee owe it 
to the public as well as to themseives either to 
take some definite action upon which business 
may proceed or else retire in favor of those who 
will do something. - 

The desire that something shall be done in 
order to give the fair project a stroux financial 
impetus has resulted in a suggestion which sev- 
eral members of the Committee on Site think 
well worthy of holding in reserve as a basis for 
possible future operations within the line of 
their duty. It will be recalled that in his open 
letter last week Frederick Law Olmsted sug- 
gested that if any part of Central Park was to 
be utilized for the fair, especially for large 
buildings, it might be a good idea to floor over 
the reservoir. This would provide an area of 
about 144 acter, and counting in the approaches 
to the reservoir and the unformed land sur- 
rounding the Metropolitan Museum of Art there 
‘would be nearly 200 acres of area availabie for 
the general uses of the fair. As the reservoir 
occupies almost the entire width of the Park, 
such land as might need to be used could well be 
spared without damage. Indeed, it would be 
quite feasible to project bridges into this area 
irom Eighth to Fifth avenues, and thus leave 
the drives and walks of the Park unobstructed 
and as free as they are to-day. 

Westward of this acquired area are the grounds 
of the Museum of Natural History, which Mr. 
Olmsted suggested should also be included in 
any plan that involvea going into that neigh- 
borhood. The city would thus be able to get 
both museum buildings finished at the expense 
of the fair orrperemes. It is quite possibie 
that additions will be made to each, and each 
would, of course, become, for the time being, 
,an exhibition building. Both of these museums 
*have acquired world-wide reputations, and ex- 
hibits would be loaned probably the more 
readily by foreigners, having been assured that 
their exhibits would be placed in such safe and 

desirable quarters, than if they were expected 
to take their chance in juildings to be provided 
on short notice. Of course, there cannot be the | 
slightest doubt that the city will compléte both 
of these museum buildings within a few years. 
That expense might be saved if their use were 
tendered to the fair corporation until after the 
close of the fair. 

Supposing the main building to be erected 
upon a flooring over the reservoirs, the strips 
east of the Park would be quite suitable for 
State buildings, and the belt north of the Park, 
if needed, could be used for a machinery hali, 
and for any other very large buildings requirea 
for the fair. 

Although it would be some distance from one 
end of this site to the other, it would be possible 
to walk the entire length of the ground, and to 
visit every part of the exhibition without leav- 
-ing the grounds at all. The shape of the site 
will be something like the letter 3 

Regarded as a schemé to further economy the 
suggestion that this site be held in reserve 1s 
not widely criticised. Inthe other aspects in 
which itis regarded it has provoked quite a 
good deal of objection.

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THE SITE QUESTION. 
To the Mattor of the New-York Times : 

- Having been connected in an official capacity 
with the great International Exhibitions at 
Vienna in 1873, at Philadelphia in 1876, and at 
Paria in 1878, I venture to submit the following 
faots to the consideration of those of your reaa- 
ors who are interested in the success of the great 
fair which it is proposed to organize in New- 
York for the year 1892: 

In the first place, the experience of the past 
conclusively demonstrates the absolute neces- 
sity for the selection of Central Park as the site 
for the show. The park in question is the only 
available spot in the neighborhood of the centre 
of the city. It is indispensable that the ex- 
hibition should be easy of access to the resl- 
dents of New-York, whose entrance fees will 
constitute the main element of the financial 
success of the enterprise. There are relatively 
but few men of leisure in this city, and the per- 
4018 who will be able or willing to devote en- 
tire days to visiting the fair will be small ‘in 


number. It 1s necessary, therefore, that the 
site selected should be near enough tu enable bus- 
iness and working men to run into the exhibi- 
tion for an hour or two in the middle of the day 
or toward the evening without any serious inter- 
ruption of their labor. It is these repeated and 
frequent visits of the permanent residents 
which will constitute the chief source of rev- 
enue, the entrance fees of the visitors from the 
other ‘parts of the country and from abroad 
being altogether insignificant in_comparison 
thereto. If the show is located at Peiham Park 
or Port Morris the majority of business and 
working men here will content themselves with 
devoting one or two entire days to visiting the 
exhibition, and will afterward refrain from 
wasting any more of their valuable time in the 
matter. In corroboration of this view-I may 
mention the fact that of all the great interna- 
tional exhibitions which have taken place since 
the firat one in 1851 the only two which have 
proved to be a financial success have been those 
which were located within the bounds of the 
cities in which they were held. The site selected 
for the great International Exhibition of 1851 
was the broad expanse bounded on the one 
side by Kotten Row and on the other by 
the Ladies’ Mile in Hyde Park. No iniury 
was*,done to any of the trees on the 
snot,;and when the doors finally closed 
afto:,a run of 81x months it was found that 
the .6' was a surplus of more than $400,000 in 
vuet treasury. The exnibition of 1855, held in 
the Champs Elysées at Paris, showed a surplus 
of $90,000, the site being within a ten minutes’ 
walk from the ceutre of the city. The next in- 
ternational show which took place was in Lon- 
don in 1862, But, owing to the fact that the 
site selected at South Kensington was less easy 
of access than the Knightsbridge end of Hyde 
Park, the number of visitors who passea 
through the turnstiles was considerably smaller, 
and when the accounts came to be finally set- 
tled up at the close it was found that instead of 
a surplus there was:a deficit of $80,000. On 
becoming awhre of this one of London’s most 
wealthy citizens, the late Sir John Kelk, gener- 
ously presented a check for the amount to the 
Finance Committee, so as to avoid the neces- 
sity of calling upon the guarantors of the en- 
terprise. The Champ de Mars, which was se- 
lected as the site of the next great World’s fair 
at Paris, was far too distant from the’ 
Boulevards. Men neither could nor would 
spare the half hour required to drive 
out to the grounds, and when the ac- 
counts were veg presented to the Cour 
des Comptes in tbe following year it was 
found that there was a detiolt of $8,000,000. 
Unable to find any other sufficiently spacious 
location less distant from the Boulevards, the 
Government in 1878 again fixed upon the 
Champ de Mars as the site jor the exhibition 
held in that year, and tound itself at the close 
thereof burdened with a deficit of $11,000,000. 
The exhibition of 1873 at Viepna was held in 
the Prater Park at a distance of almost tbree- 
quarters of an hour’s drive from the Graben in 
the centre of the city, and the resuit shuwed a 
deticit of $9,000,000. In Philadelphia in 1876 
the selection of Fairmount Park proved detri- 
mental to the financial success of the exhibi- 
tion, owing to its too great distance from the 
most densely-populated portions of the city. 
So great, indeed, is the reluctance of the people 
to patronize shows which are not within eas 
access that the magnificent Memorial Hall i 
Fairmount Park, with all its priceless coliec- 
tious of art treasures, is visited annually by 
but two to three hundred persons at the very 
utmost. 

With reference to the objections raised to the 
selection of Central Park on the ground of the 
damage and injury likely to be caused by the | 
erection of buildings and pavilions, it is worthy 
of note that neither Hyde Park, in London, nor 
the Prater, in Vienna, nor yet the Fairmount 
Park, at Philadelphia, have in any way suffered 
from the exhibitions heldewithin their bounds. 
On the contrary, both the Prater and Fair- 
mount Park have distinctly gained thereby. 

Another matter which 1 would venture to 
point out is tne necessity of appointing some 
one as general manager and chief executive 
who has had some previous practical experi- 
ence of international exhibitions. The ques- 
tions involved are 30 intricate, the dillicuities 
and pitfalls, both great and small, 50 numerous, 
that previous experience is of iar greater value 
than genius. Let me cite for instance the ques- 
tion of wines, which has resulted in lawsuits in 
nearly every one of the former exhibitions. 
The monopoly for the erection of restaurants 
and for the sale of wines in the exhibition is in- 
variably sold previous to the inauguration of. 
the show ata a * price to some syndicate or 
other organized for the purpose. uring the 
course of the exhibition the exhibitors of native 
and foreign wines insist on furnishing the vis- 
itors samples of their beverages, which, of 
course, are consumed on the spot. The restau- 
rants thereupon protest, stating that they have 
paia a large price for the monopoly of purvey- 
lng wines and liquors on the premises, and that 
the acts of the exhibitors of wines constitute 
an infringement of their rights. This is but 
one of the thousands of similar questions which 
arise to torture‘and harass the Director Gea- 
eral of the exhibition. I would therefore vent- 
ure to suggest the selection of one of the man- 
agers of the Centennial Exhibition of 1876 at 
Philadelphia to act, if not as Director General, 
at any rate as the latter’s adlatus in 1892.

Gov. Hili’s henchmen have been meddlingin 
politics up in Westchester County in a fashion ; 
that has gotten things so badly tangled up 
there that the chances of electing a. Democratic 
Senator in the Twelfth.Senatorial District have 

-been reduced to almost nothing. The party is 
in an ugly snarl, and there seems to be ho 
chance of getting it disentangled. 

Andrew C. Fields is the present State Commit- 
tee man. He is a straightforward Democrat, 
very popular with the respectable people of 
the county, and is a strong Cleveland man. 
Thereis no good reason why he should not be 
continued on the committee, but the Hill men 
don’t want him because of his views on Cleve- 
land and beeause they want a servile supporter 
of Goy. Bill in his place. To fill the bill they 
have selected Daniel J. Hickey of Mount Ver- 
non to succeed Mr. Fields. Hickey has the, 
backing of the Tammany men, for Tammany’s 
influence is felt in Westchester, and Hickey, 
who was a close friend of John Kelly 
in 1879, has the practical distribution 
of euch patronage in the county as 
Tammany’s influence controls. This same 
Hickey wanted to get on the State Committee 
last year, but the decent element would have 
none of him. Deputy Collector McCiellana, 
who lives at Dobbs Ferry, led the fight against: 
him, and this resulted in his being ‘* knocked 
out” and Mr. Fields, who was backed by Mr. 
McClelland, being placed upon the committee. 

Unless some changes are made Hickey will 

robably be puton the committee to-day. He 

as @ very unsavory reputation. He was deeply 
involved in the Westchester Boulevard frauds. 
in 1871, and it would be a difficult matter to 
select a man who would he less acceptable to 
the voters up that way who‘have regard for re- 
spectability in politics, 

While Hickey ts pretending to use Tammany’s 
patronage in the interest of William Ryan of 
Rye for Senator, Mr. Ryan has become well 
satisfied that the man has been doing little else 
than taking care of himself. Mr. Ryan has 
definitely withdrawn as a candidate for the 
nomination, and has decided that putting 
Hickey on the State Committee will cost the 
Democratic candidate for Senator 1,000 votes. 

Ryan’s withdrawal leaves Westchester County 
without a Democratic candidate for the place, 
Mr. Ryan being the only one spokenof to any 

urpose, and this leaves the field open for 

rank hk. Demarest of Rookiand, unless ex- 
Senator Henry C. Neison of Sing Sing should 
present himself at the last moment. Demarest 
would be a weak eandidate in Westchester, and 
doubtless in Rockiand as well, on account of his 
Legisiative record. He was in the Assembly 
this year and also in 1888. 

Mr. Ryan’s friends, it is thought, would not 
be particularly delighted with the nomination 
ot Mr. Nelson. Two years ago both Messrs. 
Nelson and Ryan were candidates for the office, 
and both claimed to have been nominated. 
There was a lively contest, and Mr. Neison 
withdrew a few days before the election. The 
party was split up by this affair, and as a result 
Judge Robertson, the Republican nominee, who 
is always likely to take votes from the Demo- 
cratic side when he runs, was elected, although 
the district is naturally 1,600 Democratic. 

Judge Robertson will be renominated this 
time, and there seems to be no doubt in the 
minds of competent judges of Westchester pol- 
itics that under“the circumstances he will be 
returned. Hill and Tammany tactics will make 
s0 many Democrats feel disgusted that there 
seems to be but little chance of a Democrat 
being sent to represent the district in the Sen- 
ate. 

Congressman Stablnecker is with Hickey, and 
the latter seems to be the “boas” of the Hill 

pa od up there. At the recent convention at 

onkers Hickey had the Congressman run- 
ning about attending to his business, and 
those who know the kind of a man Hickey 
is commented on this and wondered very much 
atit. Hill’s game in Westchester promises to 
be a very sad affair for him.

its vaunted trump card. Money was made tight. ¥ 


The loaning rate at one time was put as high as 
30 per cent. There was no trace, however, of 
anything like that panic which has been so free- 
ly promised and predicted. In fact, the stock 
market generally was really stronger at the 
close than atthe beginning of the day’s busi- 
ness.

The money rate manipulators began their 
noble-efforts very early in the day —just as soon, 
indeea, as the Stock Exchange opened. Witha 


rush.and a whoop the quotation was put up to 
10 percent. This, however, proved bad cam- 
paigning, for Wall-street borrowers began at 
once to telephone and telegraph to every pank 
and.trust company and private money lender 
in town, Outside of the Stock Exchange district, 
and the result was that every man or institu- 
tion able to scrape together ready funds hw 
ried into Wail-street to try to grab a part of the 
profitabie interest account. Within an hour the

WORKMEN UNWILLINGLY STRIKE. 

The Board of Walking Delegates are pushing | 
a@ vigorous persecution against Peck, Martin & 
Co., dealers in building materials. At 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning they called at the new build- 
ing at Leonard and Baxter streets and asked 
Messrs. Horgan & Slattery, the contractors, 
whether they had agreed to stop buying ma- 
terials from the boycotted firm, and, finding they 
had not, ordered the workmen employed in the 
building to come outon strike.

* STADT AND ROCKY BEAR. 

Paris, Sept. 11.--The happiest men in the 
world now. are the»bill posters, and 1889 
might be called their jubilee year. Not 
that the deputy espéce seems likely to grow 
slender, although a few of the marked 
spirits are deserting, like Clovis Hughes, 
per example, who is going to devote him- 
self to literature and to book writing. He, 
or his wife, has done about. everything to 
court notoriety, and if the Chamber of 
Deputies gives no further facility, it is a 
poor joke for the republic of letters. But 
the Deputy is not going toabandon the bat- 
tletield, for his realistic novel is to treat of 
Parliamentary wire-pulling and secrets, and 
particularly will it unfold the peculiarities 
of the ‘ Deputy love,” which the author 
gives as a passion equal to the tense love, 
or the present and latest Parisian mania, 
the toreador sympathy. 

The novel is to be entitled, ‘‘ Miss Vin 
’Cing.” It is not easy to determine its 
pronunciation. It might be Vin and it 
might be Van, but the outline of the ro- 
mance and its morality may be inferred 
from the first chapter, when a woman 
brought by the police to the station sends 
for thirty-odd Deputies to come and assist 
her~—and they come. I don’t know of 
what superior advantage Clovis Hughes 
may be to the literary world, but he will 
certainly be no loss to the Assembly. If 
one goes out, there are a few hundred 
clamorous for entrance. Every nook and 
corner of the city is victimized and des * 
ecrated by these hideous electoral adver- 
tisements. Even the Grand Opera is 
thus blemished; it has petticoats of 
every color—crazy quilts of Parliamentary 
hopes—and among them all there is scarce- 

y a known name One may ex ect & 
Thiers, a Gambetta, or even an Emile Oli- 
vier, but it can only be an expectation, 
without much assurance. Even the prov- 
inces linger in the beaten path of medioc- 
ritysand none of the great centres send rep- 
resentative men. Neitber Burgundy nor 
Champagne gives up its wine merchant; 
Havre forwards but one ship owner, and 
Lyons contributes no silk potentates; and 
the best people, at least in a public sense, 
appear to.disesteem more and more the noise 
and routine of their republican institutions. 

As the signs run, it takes a pocket dic- 
tionary to be able to understand them, if 
you do even then. You see Rep, and Rad 
and Con, and Mon, and Ben, and lib, and 
ind, revol, boul, anarch, and so forth, and 
you begin to repeat them like an advanced 
pupil of a primary school who has just 
reached three letters in one syllable, and 
then you have to study, and finally you 
sweep in the whole list, knowing that the 
variations of a French Republican theme 
are like unto the mystericus book of many 
ages. 

There are even female competitors prom- 
ised this time to swell the ranks, and this 
for France is very funny. Once before did 
the so-called frail sex attempt to storm the 
stout wall of conventionality, and the 
efiect was so amusing to the gallery that 
the political actresses found it best to join 
in the fun and allow the curtain to roll 
quietiy down before the end of the farce. 
The present heroines are presented by the 
League of the Women Socialists. They 
are three in number—Mme. Saint Hilaire, 
Mme: Astier de Valsayre, and Mme. Eugénie 
Potonié. The latter is a writer, of course. 
They all are. Mme Potonié signs Pierre 
Potonié, and she lives all the vear round in 
a quiet little house in Vincennes. Her hus- 
band writes books, too; but his are not 
published. She isa timid soul, never talks 
in public, and for this sheshould be en- 
couraged. 

Mme. de Valsayre is much more turbu- 
lent, fer she has fought duels—with her 
own sex—and she has also whipped men, 
and it was she who wanted Pasteur to invc- 
ulate her. She has two sons, and by some 
wise contradiction she adores them. Mme. 
de Valsayre is altogether a remarkable 
‘woman; she knows something of many 
things, and usually very well;’she is a con- 
stant student, and she says that she cares 
not a fig for politics, but she must and will 
better the condition of her sex. Like a 
good many other knowing ones, she makes 
mo unnecessary explanation, but leaves the 
ways, means, and general aim to the best 
chances of good luck. 

The society to which these ladies belong 
believe in the home mother-nursing of 
babes, in the wickedness of capital punish- 
ment, in the absolute equality of man and 
‘woman, in the stupidity of war, in the po- 
litical rights of women, their privilege to 
every profession, and a great many other 
easy notions. The first candidate is more 
political in her isms. She isthe author of a 
number of pamphlets, and with it all she 
finds time to buy and sell wonderful bibelot 
collevtions; she is, in this line, as keen and 
cunning as a fox, and her opinion is coasid- 
ered sound and true in the estimation of 
any objet dart. The faith declarations of 
these political petticoats are not yet pa- 
pered on the wall, but Paris is expectant 
and keenly alive to the humor of the situa- 
Rion. 

We have yet nearly two weeks before the 
great tinaldate, and there will be plenty of 
tun amid the agitation and the serious 
prececupation lurking behind all the in- 
evitable native-born wit of the wags. As 
in the Irish smile of the poet, which. con- 
ceals a tear, the ben mot of the Boulevardier 
has always a crystal lining of pathos. The 
niore serieus feature in this first part of the 
electoral struggle is the. address of M. 
Thevenet to the priesthood, exhorting them 
to use their influence either not at all or 
forthe benefit of the existing republican 
dectrine. It will probably have Jess effect 
than the same sort of document written 
to the school teachers telling them 
to use their opportunity and au- 
thority for the spreading of the 
use and wisdom of the republican alphabet 
and reading books. In any case, it seems to 
be a well-established fact now that there 
will be a very new and large element in the 
coming Chamber of Deputies, and that the 
first sessions must, of nec ssity, be given 
up to weeeree and wondering. According 
to the political play bills, there is no pull- 
ing together, and very small prospect of 
easy understanding, between the 107 new 
members, who must first comprehend, or at 
jeast espouse, the opinions of the old stagers 
jn parliamentary tuss, and as these 107 
new members each represent some dozen 
given opinions which they have never tried 
to grasp, the ensemble of general lucidity 
seems to be unusually weak. : 

The Mermeix trial came off yesterday in 
the Tribunal Correctional. Last month 
M. Terrail Mermeix was condemned by de- 
fault to four months’ imprisonment and 
$100 fine for having published in his paper, 
the Cocarve, a series of documents belong- 
ing to the High Court trial, which were 
presumably stolen property. Clovis Hugues, 
ealled in as a Witness, resumed the situa- 
tion by calling this a “ political appropria- 
tion.” A very large number of the fore-

His Salon 
picture, ‘* The Last of the Buftalo,” bas been 
seen thrice by Rocky Bear, and the last mis- 
sion in life of the Indian chief is to take 
his companions to see the “young pale- 
tace”’ who seems to be this picture’s guard- 
ian spirit at the Boussod House. The 
young pale-face is an American and 
a patient youth, who listens to the 
speeches of Rocky Bear as the latter 
motions his brethren around him and in the 
Bierstadt inspiration tells them how they 
have taken the “hand of the white man 
and his whisky and sold their plains, where 
the buffalo was wont to run wild as in this 
splendid picture.” Rocky Bear is eloquent 
in the Indian language, and he is long; but 
the mute and silent red faces and the soli- 
tary pale-face sit mum and smoke the pipe 
of peace, and when the speech is done they 
extend the hand of charity to the pale-face 
and to-morrow they come again, an 
when Rocky Bear goes home he sare 
he is going to see Bierstadt and make 
all the children of the tribe look 
upon the great man who has given breath 
and life to the glorious past of the redskin 
and to the buifalo, when the Indian was 
master of all he could survey, and he then 
surveyed a large tract. Our artist is un- 
doubtedly accustomed to success, and the 
poor Indian’s tribute of admiration is a 
modest one; yet it is pleasant to learn that 
these men of the plains leave their tents in 
the Cody camp each morning to come and 
breathe the air—as they put it—of their 
native soil; and their grunt of satisfaction 
after a silent half hour of contemplation 
should be a joy to the painter’s soul, for it 
is a recognition of the truth of the scene, 
and is eloquent to its sentiment and poetry. 


AFFAIRS OF 1WO TRUSTS. 





PERHAPS THE COTTON OIL COMPANY 
MAY CEASE TO BE A TRUST. 


Two of the big trusts yesterday held meetings 
—that is, their Trustees did. The Sugar Trust 
magnates were in session during much of the 
day. But they dia not take outsiders or even 
their recently much-harassed certificate holders 
into their conference, Officers of the trust who 
have been enjoying life lately in Boston and 
at Newport were on hand, but all alike declined 
to explain affairs. 

Aweek ortwo ago, when the last official 
meeting was held, Sugar Trust certificates sold 


up around $110 per share. They have been 
down under 90 since and are now around that 
figure, with crippled holders very much in the 
dark as to what next to expect. 
A more satisfactory result followea the meet- 
ing of the American Cotton Oil Trust. Not only 
was the result of that trust’s meeting made 
public but it was a result that had eucouruge- 
ment in it for certificate holders. In substance, 
it has been officially determined by the Cotton 
Oil Trust to do away with muen of the policy 
of secrecy that has eo far marked the conduct 
of every trust end made the values of trust 
certificates. precarivus, because, among other 
reasons, their merits have so largely depended 
upon the moves made in secret and surrounded 
by mystery. This circular has been issued to 
certificate holders:

BURY THE ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRES. 
The inquest in the case of Joseph Mazza, the 
unfortunate [talian who was killed on Sept. 15 by 
accidentally coming in contact with an electric 
wire supplied with a strong current by the 
United States Llluminating Company, at 222 
Chrystie-street, was held yesterday morning be- 
fore Coroner Schultze anda jury. Mazza had a 
fruit stand on the corner of Chrystie aud Hous- 


ton streeta, and during the heavy rain on the 
day mentioned he climbed up on the corrugated 
iron shed which projected vut over his stand to 
clean out the gutters. Telegraph and electric 
light wires run along the street on poles and 
pass within a foot or so of the edge of this shed. 
{n some manner Mazza slipped, lost his balance, 
and feli on the wires, touching two of them and 
thus forming a cireuit through his body. He 
died alimost instantly, 

Several wituexses described the accident, and 
those who reached the Italian within two or 
three minutes after he struck the wires agreed 
in saying that be was then apparentiy dead. 

The jury brought in a verdict finding that 
Mazza’s death had been caused by accidental 
contact With an eiectrie wire, and that nobody 
was to blame. They suggested, however, in 
view of this case and those of other wen who 
bad met with similar fates, that the sooner the 
electric lignt companies buried their wires the 
better it would be for the public safety.

THE HUNTING TRIP OF MR. 
AND MRS. OLEVKELAND. 
THEY CATCH TROUT GALORE, EACH 
SHOOTS A DEER, AND THEIR SPORT 
» VARIED BY HUNTING AT NIGHT. 


LAKE PLacip, Sept. 30,—That the Adirondack 
forests now furnish unrivaled attractions to 
all persons genuinely fond of hunting, fishing, 
and living amid the wonds and waters, proba- 
bly no one will deny. They are not primeval 
forests, untrodden by the foot of man, but they 
are yet forests much as nature made them, and 
such modifications as man has introduced have 
not destroyed their charm nor entirely driven 
away the game. That large game is more shy 
and difficult to kill than formerly, and that fish 
are more suspicious of the gaudy bait thrown 
them thap before the forests had been hunted 
and the lakes dragged so much as of late years, 
is quite true. But these things only try the 
skill of the hunter and fisherman the more, and 
make a fruitful day’s sport the better appre- 
ciated, 

It is surprising that all people with a wish 
for a real taste of wild lire do not visit these 
woods. “hey would undoubtedly find life bright- 
er, heartier, and better worth living all the 
year round should they do so. For the enjoy- 
ment of life depends largely on the enjoyment 
of health, and nothing can be more health- 
giving than to breathe the pure alr 
and drink the clear water and eat the 
wholesome food that one finds in the 
Adirondacks. Moreover, should the number of 
visitors to the Adirondacks largely increase 
there would undoubtedly be a corresponding 
increase in the determination of the public to 
stop the devastation of the forests that is now 
going on, and the apathy that is now apparent 
would disappear. The Legislature, and even 
the Governor, would be spurred on to take 


stepe that would result in really protecting the 
State’s property, and benefit would result to 
everybody. 

I have been led to make these remarks partly 
by what I heard in a recent visit to Saranac 
Inn, in the vicinity of wnich [ had some very 
good sport. To some extent I went over the 
ground where ex-President Cleveland and party 
hunted and fished, and by talks with guides and 
others, learned several incidenis of their ex- 

erience. All that I heard convinced me that 

he party thorvughly enjoyed themselves, us 


here, and that the way of enjoyment is not such 
asecret but that almost anybody with @ gen- 
uine love of sport—who relishes the life in the 
patnless woods—could find pleasure in the 
Adirondack wilderness. 

Whether others would have as good luck as 
the Cleveland party did of course I cannot 
predict. “Cleveland luck” is as well under- 
stood up here as 1t ever was anywhere. It had 
a curious verification this year. Before the 
Cleveland party arrived, about the middle of 
August, the weather had been almost continu- 
ously wet. As soon as they came the skies 
cleared, and they had three weeks of as bright 
weather as sportsmen need look for, If I add 
to tuat the fact—ior it is a positive fact—that 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland each snot a deer, it will 
be readily understood why faith in their luck is 
undiminished. 

The Cleveland Leg | consisted of ex-President 

and Mrs. Cleveland, Miss Ruth Burnett of South 
burough, Masa., and Dr. Ward of Albany, who 
has accompanied the ex-President on all his 
Adirondack excursions. They occupied a cabin 
near the hotel owned by Dr. Dunton of German- 
town, Penn. The party appear to have been 
well Ghosen for such recreation as they set 
themselves to finé. The gentlemen were life- 
loug devotees of hunting and fishing and found 
a kind of relish in it of which the genuineness 
cannot be disputed. But their enthusiasm in no 
wise exceeded that of the two ladies. Both Mrs. 
Clevelaud and Miss Burnett are spoken of here 
as hearty lovers of the woud sports. They ac- 
companied Mr. Cleveland and Dr. Ward on all 
their shooting and fishing excursions and ap- 
peared quite as able to stand the fatigue 
of the long and hard tramps inseparable from 
that sort of thing as their more stalwart com- 
panions. It is also related that on one or two 
oveasions the ladies easily outstripped their 
gentlemen companions in their catch of fish, 
and that in tue watch for deer in tbe bunts 
they were often the first to see the indicativns 
of the looked-for game. When it is understood 
that they were frequently compelled to rise at 
from 4 to 6 o'clock in the morning for an early 
start, and that the quartet were outevery day ou 
some excursion, it must be admitted that the 
ladies possessed @ genuine love for the sort of 
recreation which the Adirondacks afford. 
The party arrived at Saranac [nn on Saturday, 
Aug. 17. Having rested over Sunday they ap- 
pear to have been eager to begin the sport, for 
on Monday morning early, before they had had 
their breakfasts, they were out trying the fish 
with the fly ina pond not far from the house. 
This water had been fished over and thrashed 
over every season, until some fishermen had 
decided that it was a waste of time to drop 
their lines into it. But before they returned 
to their morning meal this party had 
taken in eight or ten beautiful trout, not 
one of which weighed less than a@ pound. This 
was @ Capital start, and day ufter day the fun 
went on. Excursions were taken, some of them 
a distance of fifteen or twenty wiles, and the 
party came home at night always with some 
trophy of the day’s sport. Among the people 
about Saranac Inn the party established a rep- 
utation as most succesaful finders of fish which 
will not be easily eclipsed. In all this fisning 
the lauies captured their full share of the catch, 
To vary the sport night shooting Was now and 
then resorted to. No one who has not had 
something of this weird experience can apere- 
ciate ite attractions. The hunters embark ina 
boat on some lake supposed to be frequented by 
deer, on the darkest night 10 the darkest 
weather that can be selected, and are only en- 
ablea to see anything by aid of the light called 
the “jack” on the bow of the boat. The game 
on the shore can see nothing but the glare of 
the light, the hunters being hidden by the 
gloom. But this glare lights up the shore in un- 
canny fashion and enadies the hunter to see 
his game. Absolute silence is required. For, 
strauge as, it may seem, a deer will stand on 
the shore and gaze on at the light the boat, its 
eyeballs distended with wonder and curiosity, 
bu appareotiy without fear. Let there be the 
least noise, however; let a voice be heard, or a 
movement of a gun ora foot in the boat; let 
the paddle make ever so little splash in the 
water, and the deer 1s gone. When the first 
sound reaches its daelicately-trained ear, it 
bounds off into the forest beyond the signt of 
the hunteman or the reach of his gun. 

A guide told me of going with the Clevelands 
on one of these nignt-shooting expeditions. It 
involved along tramp just at night, for the 
neighborhood must be reached after the dark- 
ness has tairly set in. It was tuken by our 
quartet without a murmur. Then there was a 
boat ride, and then the party went ashure, built 
a fire and had supper in true cump style. Abuut 
11 o’clock at night they embarked in the boats 
forthe hunt. There was one man and one 
woman in each boat, each with a guide 
who gat in the stern and propelied the 
boat with his paddle, doing it so noise- 
lessiy that one eould not but wonder 
how the boat moved. I have often talked with 
these guides about their artof paddling. How 
can they ao it? Why is there never a splash 
nor adrip from their oar? When a boat has 
three stout persons in it one can understand 
the effort needed to propel it with a single oar; 
yetitis done without asound. It Is the woud- 
man’s art, and no one else need hope to achieve 
it. 

This expedition of the party did not result in 
game. Once, twice, during the trip, the guide 
who sat in Mr. Cleveland’s boat told me there 
was indication of adeer. No one sawit and no 
shot was fired, but there was a snort, a cravkie 
of brush, and the timid animal on shore was of 
in the darkness in safety. It was probably 
never in view, not even could its strained eye- 
biulis for an instant be seen; but it had been 
there. What frightened it no one could teil. 
There was no sound apparent to the huaters, 

Abuut 2 o’civek in the morning the party re- 
turned, tired with watching, tired from the long 
teusion on their nerves, but not weary of the 
sport. It was the testimony of all that nothing 
connected with their stay in the wilderness ap- 
proached night-shooting 10 the way of uuusual 
aud etartling sensation. It is a strange influ- 
eneo that 18 over One—every Sense awakened 
and eager, every muscle at bigh tension. The 
indescribable scene, the silence that could be 
feit, the eagerness ter game, all combined to 
fusten it upon the mind as an experience and 
sensation that conid never be forgotten pur 
ever become dim In the recollection. 

Hunting with hounds is anotuer sport of the 
North Woods, but the law probibits 1t until on 
and alter Sept. 1, it issaid here that the law 
is not in all cases striculy observed. Indeed, I 
know that itis trequently vielated, and seem- 
jugly with impunity. The more’s the sbuine. 
But itis stoutiy asserted that so far as the 
Cleveland party were concerned, there Was no 
such violation. They were at Saranac Inu 
pearly two weeks before Sept. 1, and the 
temptation to try the bounds wis con- 
sideravie. On the part of such distin- 
guisued visitors, too, duubtless the violation 
of law would have beeu Overlooked, #3 it is on 
the part of vthers. Bat untik the sport had the 
Runouion of lew they did not attempt it. Lhe 
Ist of September, this year, fell on bunday, and 
this necessitated further pestponement of a 
day. The Presidential party are said to have 
been very eager for it, and 1% is possidle that 
they permitied their mings to wander a little 
from religious subjects ou that Sunday. Atavy 
rate, they were ready on Monday morning, 
Sept. 2,and that day their first punt with 
hounds was had. 

These hunts, or races, a8 they are called, in- 
volve much consultation, and frequently a 
reconcilement of differences of Opiuion and 
ideas on the part of sportsmen and guides 
touching the hour of starting, the locality to be 
covered, the points at which watchers shall be 
posted, the length of time they should remain, 
and otber details deemed to be of importance, 
1 have been told more than once that 
more amusement was frequently afforded 
at the preliminary discussion and after 
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Mr. Cleveland always has enjoyed himself up 





ose who ipated, and by 
told, more or oiful and imagin 
by hunt itself. That is not nara to believe. 
Tnere have always been.those who held that 
the pleasures of anticipation were usually 
greater than the pleasures of realization, and 
every one knows that many people enjoy relat- 
ing their exploits more than sexperienc- 
ing them, particularly if they involve hard- 
ship, It is easy to understand, therefore, 
that when ap ox President of the United States 
and a ductor of medicine, both.of whom knowa 
good deal about gunning, two Jadies, who natu- 
rally arrive at positive and accurate opinions by 
instinct, several other persons with more or less 
information, and several guides who know it 
all engage in discussion and reminiscence the 
occasion must be most interesting, 

Tbe start tor this hunt with hounds was made 
at 4 o’clock in the morning. The party diviaed 
into couples, Mrs, Cleveland going with Dr, 
Ward, Miss Burnett going with Mr, Cleveland, 
and. the vther hunters of the expedition dividing 
up as had been determined the night before. 
Each party had its guide, and they sep- 
arated at a wide distance from each other, 
so us to cover all tue ground over which 
the deer were likely to run. ‘Then six hounds 
were started far up the mountain on 
ditterent tracks. ‘Tne Watchers, once at 
their stations, strained wheir eyes with looking, 
in the hope, and not without expectation, that 
the game would come their way, The deep bay- 
ing of the doxs could ve heard by ali, and the 
expectancy of the watchers as the sound seemed 
to Come nearer wouid be intense, and then it 
might die away again as the svuund sesmed to 
revede, It was an exciting day, and the net re- 
sult of the huat was three deer shot, but none 
of them by @ member of the Cleve.aud party. 

Oue day of suck sport was not enough, and 
atter a day’s rest it was decided to try it again. 
so on Wednesday the parties were again 
gathered and the hounds started on the trail. 
That aay Mr. Cleveland Killed the oniy deer of 
the party. Miss Burnett shared in the excite- 
Ment and took a shot atthe beautiful animal 
agit bounded by, but she failed to bring it 
down. Atthecrack of Mr. Cleveland’s rifle, 
however, it fell I(t was a three-year-old buck, 
as QunusOme a trophy as @ hunter need hope to 
bring in. 

There were two more hunts that week, and Mrs. 
Cleveland was not iortunate enuugn in either of 
them tuo have a deer come in her direction. The 
Presidential party had expected to leave on tue 
next Monday, butiu the hope that she mignt 
Dave better luck it was decided tu stay vver, aud 
auoltber hunt was organized tor Monday. ‘ne 
hope was fuifilied. Svou after the watchers 
were at their posts adeer in the most accom- 
modating manner bounded across the ground 
sue and Dr, Ward were watculug. Mra,Clevelund 
has arivie of her Own With Wuich she 1s quite 
expert, andit was determined to give her the 
first opportunity. [tis a beautiful Winchester, 32 
calibre, aud gazed on enviously by every guide. 
Wita this weapon sie fired and put a bullet 
through the deer’s neck. The shot was not at 
once iatel, and Dr. Ward tinished the animal 
with Dis 44 Winchester. 

Tue ovject of tue prolonged stay being thus 

accomplished to the sutisfactiou, not only of 
Mrs. Cleveland, but of ail who tovk part 
in the hunts, the Cleveland party next day 
jeft the. woods. The people at Saranac Inn 
were sorry to have them go “It is al- 
Ways Gheerful and interesting bere when the 
Clevelands come,” said one of the people to 
me. “They enter into tue life and enjoy it, and 
allthe peopie feel the impuise. iisverybody 
sees how they live aud what they do. They see 
them when they xo out, fresh aud eager tor the 
day’s sport, and sew thei when they come in 
tired at nignot, with more or jess game, aud they 
feel that tuey know them.” 
’ One of the suurces of entertainment here is 
contributed to largely by Dr. Warii’s boathouse, 
Tt 1s &@ boathouse, vecause there are boats under 
1t, but above is a comfuriable reom in which 
mauy a rubber of whist has been played on an 
evening or rainy day. Mr. Cleveland, it is weil 
known, tukes to whist almost as eugerly as to 
the hunt, and be plays a bold and watchful 
game, 

In looking over the ground at Saranac Inn 
and learnidg the manuer in which Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland speud their Vacation time in the 
woods, One Cannot wonder that they resist the 
temptations and allurewents of the more 
tashionabie piaces. Here they spend their 
time with frienas and acquaintances who de 
hotuing in the way of lionizing. Here they 
stand op & perivct equality, tree to do as they 
choose Witnout exciting comment, and tree 
frum the attentions which frequently become 
annoyances. It is a wholesome life, physically 
aud mentally. The Siate shuuld preserve the 
forests, not Only that its distinguisued citizens, 
but that ail its citizeos Whose tastes take them 
in that direction, may enjoy them.

THE FOREST PIRATES, 


IX. 

_ TaAHnAWuS, Essex County, N. Y., Sept. 30.— 
“The Lower Works” this forsaken place is 
called, because many years ago the Adirondack 
Iron and Steel Company, the owner of a great 
tract of land and the most magnificent pros- 
pects, had anumber of smelting furnaces and 
workingmen’s homes here. Both are now gone, 
as are the stockholders of the company. The 
ore was too pure, the cost of transportation was 
too great, and ruin and such a desolation as one 
feels only in the heart of @ great forest or 
@ great desert settled down upon this place, and 
the serenity of utter abandonment is now su- 
preme. There {s the most abject ruin here, be- 
cause not alone are the old frame buildings 
tumbling or fallen upon each other, but for 
miles around, reaching to all points of the 
compass, there is @ wide stretch of land denud- 
ed of verdure, deprived of the most insignificant 
trees, the earth bearing upon it only the strag- 
gling ground hemlock, the inevitable and puny 
pin-cherry and sun-burned turf. Tahawus was 
cleared for the iron company—its vicinity was 
cleared by the lumbermen. Both were done so 
thoroughly that the demon who blasts the 
mountain summit and the depth of a cafion 
must be content with the work of his human 
allies, 

Before I left Aiden Lair benind me, my host, 
James Dougherty, who believed me to be inter- 
ested in lumbering, but scarcely in the proper 
sense, asked me if I didn’t want him to skid a 
few thousand markets forme. I told him that 
my order book was pretty nearly full, but that 
if he could find me 5,000 or 6,000 spruce and 
hemlock markets we might strike a bargain. 
The hotel keeper was at once all enthusiasm. 
Find them for me! Certainly! To listen to 
Dougherty one would think that all that was 
necessary todo about Arden Lair in order to 
secure the requisite number of logs wasto toot 
a@ram’s horn and bring them down to the Bo- 


reas. “But,” said I, ‘Mr. Dougherty, do you 
own much land about nere?”’ 

‘*No,” was the response, “but the people 
about here are willing to sell their lumber.” 

**Who are the people and how much land do 
they own?” I persisted. 

Well,” replied Dougherty, “I don’t know 
just how much they own, but ff you give me 
that order you shal! have the logs.” 

*“ How much a market wili you charge?” 

“Sixty cents,” was the reply. 

As thisis about 20 cents iess than the pre- 
valling price, [ looked at him somewhat 
askance aud queried: “ Where will you get 
them? Right uere on the Boreas?” 

He repiied in the affirmative and I then in- 
formed uim that [ was aware tue land about 
his house belonged to the State as wel aa the 
tract along the Bureas withiv reacning uistance 
of nis place, and that I would Dot bargain with 
him under the circumstances. Dougherty 
rested his elbows on bis knees and rewarked: 
* Young man, you're too tnin-ekinned. If you 
intend to dO avy business about this place, 
you'll have to pay more attention to your own 
pockets and less to the State. It doesn’t make 
any diltereuce where I get my logs su long as [ 
get them and you pay ior them. Will you aave 
them for the prise #” 1 told the philosophic 
lidtel keeper that 1 did not care for che logs. 
He shrugged his shoulders with the utmost 
noucbalauce and intimated that I was an ex- 
ccedingly unsuphisticated young man. 

Though this conversation with Dougherty 
was farcical in tho extreme, there is no ques- 
tion that he would bave carried out his offer to 
the letter and wouid have placed the 6,00u 
markets ul skids at the place be named. Nor is 
there any doubt, either, tuat the mau would not 
have felt that Le was Violating any law of the 
State. The forest hemmed hiw in on all sides. 
There was no claimant whose right was a palpa- 
ble one. A yearly visit from a forester Who was 
triendly with all the lumbermen in the county 
Was Dot a source of terror hor evén ab implied 
threat, Hotel keepers have here, as in the 
metropolis, # way of convincing one that 
despite sume few little peccadilloes they are 
nevertheless pretty good fellows. But the re- 
sults of such a protound disregard for the ethics 
of mine and thine ‘were evident to me as I left 
Aiden Lair and journeyed northward, 

There was stiii an eutire absence of the soft 
wood trees either in the Woods arvund or to be 
seeo because of their darker green on the 
mountain slope within the range of \ision. 
There were paiches of foliage, variously coiored 
as the plumage Ol a humming bird, but it was 
of the eum, birch, and mapie. Even the mass of 
this was heavily seamed with the track of tire. 
Great forest tires have criss-crossed this region 
to such an extent within four yearsas. to deprive 
even the lumbermen of a Chauce to aud to the 
ruin. Only last Autumn, when every. hing 
was nice and dry, there was staried a 
fire in the woods abuuta@ mile north of Kees’s 
Hotel, which vurnved a track turough the forest 
half @ mile wide and tive wmilea long. 
A man desired very much to clear an Oat 
field. He succeeded. He burned nis house 
and muca of his atock and nearly two thousand 
acres of splendid timber. This tire was lamented 
by the originator and Mr. Kees. It is douvtful 
if any one ever heard of 1t outside of the town 
of Miwerva. At ali events, the man who caused 
the destructive conflagration was never an- 
noyeu—it is doubtiui if he was ever remon- 
strated with by the kindly forester who vermits 
Faxon aud Kuapp to cut all the timber they de- 
sire on the staie land aud thea allows them to 
tix the price which best suita them. The Goy- 
ernment most parental in theory could do 
scarcely nore than this. But it is along this 
trail to Tahawus that one encounters a tull 
realization of what most of the mountains will 
be ten years henve. 

Not more than a short two miles from Kees’s 
Hotel, through an opening in the woodland af- 
torded by aturn in the trail, one sees uw great 
mountain slope, glowing in the exceedingly 
bright sunlignt, and aii a-shimmer, as thouga 
the great mass of earth was as volatile as quick- 
Sliver and as bright. The eilect 1s not alone 
beuutiful—it is startling. The intenséness of 
ligut, the queer light green and silver, and the 
ceaseless motion ali go to give onea feeling 
that there is something supernatural in the 
wondertul hghtsumeness and splendor of the 
spectacie, From a distance nothing could be 
mvure weirdly beautiful than &@ mountaln of pop- 
lar trees with sunlight and cloud shadows each 
succeeding each other along its slopes. Lt is the 
proot, however, that that mountain is beyond the 
rauge Of the pussivilities of a forest forevermore. 
In this region, where poplars grow, Duthing 
else will, for the soil1s so poor anu eandy that 
no other tree can extract suilicient nutriment 
for mere existeuce trum it, in centuries to 
come, should tie leaves and rotting trunks of 
countiess generations of poplars make the soil 
fertile again, the novler trees vf the forest may 
spring up, tor nature here uses thls pretty but 
useless tree merely as a covering to her wounds, 
This mountain had been burned. A forest of 
poplars grew about the churred stumps of the 
mighty trees Which bad been swept away, and 
afforded a queer contrast, with their white 
trunks and ruund and shivering leaves, to the 
blackness of the ruin about them. Yet even 
these will go next season if something does not 
undertake (o save them, for Faxon and Knapp 
are Only walting for them to becume five inches 
in diameter before they tell them and float tuem 
down the Boreas to make pulp of. 

This tirm, with Thompson, Dix & Co., pre- 
viously reterred to, are pushing their way along 
the Bureas Kiver toward Cheney Pond, its main 
lower fesder. As this river, irom the main 
trail to the southeastern slope of the range of 
Boreas Mountains, is contined entirely by State 
jands, the reaver cau readily appreciate how 
much danger there is that this beautiful region 
wili be deprived of its trees aiter the fashion of 
those further south. These two firms, however, 
have rivals inthe Luzerne Pulp Company and 
Lyuo & Lindsay. Both of these concerns are 
very energetic in securing as much lumver at 
as small a price as possible, and custom 
makes «all the jobbers as accommodating as 
my host Dougherty was, ‘this Boreas 
River was biown ont and Made cunven- 
ieut to drive logs in several years ago, but 
recentiy the lumbermen have made other 
attempts at “improving” the stream, until now, 
Iam ipiormed, only in the extreme north can 
the original banks of the stream be found. The 
washing of mud frum the banks, from the 
mountains, and the digging upof the stream’s 
vottum when the log-drawiug 1s the heaviest 
has transformed one of the most beautiful trous 
streams in the Worid into an abode for pickerel 
and buliueads. 


There are only about six miles further north 
to go before the Boreus River reaches its source 
in Boreas Pond, one of tbe prettiest sheets of 
water in the Adirondacks, yet the lumberwen 
on much of this land, which unquestionaaly be- 
longs to the State, have built roads, their skid- 
ways are fully plauted, and ip many tustancee 
are heaped with lumber all ready to be 
dumped upon the ice this Winter or into ths 
flood next Spring. I mude a considerable jour- 
ney intv this township, No. 30, owned almost 
entirely by thy State, congratulating myseif as 
1 began wy tramp that here at least I ehould 
tinu the virgin forest. Instead I encountered 
stumps which seemed to we to be without pum- 
ber. Upon oue acre I counted the stumps of 
four hemicck, three spruce, sIx balsam, and two 
white ush trees, none of Which was less fan 
twenty-three inches in diameter. These + 
were cut within tue last two years and tne 
underbrash still shows indications of where 
heavy logs have beeu “snaked” through the 
forest land to ube skidway. The earth ig torn 
and bits of bark are found every few feet which 
have been ripped off by the evident but quite 
unneressary hurry. Allof these “ gutters” lead 
in one direction, to the borders of the Boreas 
River, where, upon the skidways, are growing 
pues of logs bearing the marks of Faxon, Knapp 
& Co. and Thompson, Vix & Co, 

This Boreas Mountain range, at whose foot 
lies the source of the river, is one of the most 
seuutiful series of bighlandsin the whole re- 
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giou. There are summits rising 4,200 icut, all | 


clothed in the most luxuriant forest land. The 
summits of the entire range are covered witn 
pas and spruce, and these noble trees serve as 

ait to the eager lumber cutters, for both 
woods are becoming very scarce in this region 
now, and the value of a forest of soft woods is 
sufficieut torepay the most energetic endeavor. 
At present the western slope of the range is 
cut about balf way tothe summit, the line of 
ravege being distinct from a distance, for the 
character of the verdure of the moustains 
seems to change within a belt of ten feet in 
width about the entire district. The upper part 
of the serene rangeis the source of the Au 
Sable River, and thisia being cut by Finch 
& Puryue, so that the mountains being at- 
tacked on both flanks are bound to succumb 
ina very short time. When the lumbermen 
complete their work the source of two of the 
most Important rivers in the region—the Boreas 
and the Au rable, one feeder of the Hudson and 
the otner of Lake Champlain—will be destroyed. 
When the tourist finds himseif in the Au Sable 
Lakes he believes himself very nearly in the 
heurt of the wilderness. Hecan easily see the 
great mountains to the northeast, their blue 
masses cloud-topped except on the clearest 
days and their peaks covered with snow eight 
mouths out of the year. Owing to the care 
which the association of which Morris K. Jesup 
and D. Wiilis James of New-York are Directors 
tukes of tae country about Au Sable Lakes the 
forests are in excelicut condition and-attord the 
searcher Of nacural scenery in all its primeval 
beauty an intense relief from the scenes of 
ruin through which he has passed. 

Bat once beyond this preserve, the same old 
Inarks of the axe and tire meet one on every 
hand. This, district, filied with great peaks, 
two of which are more than 5,000 feet high, 
is supposed to be the exact centre of the wil- 
derness. Mountains join each oiher with ravines 
rather than valleys. The scenery is of the 
grandest description. All the wonders of 
mMoubBtain vegetation may be witnessed as one 
ascends Marcy or Whiteface, Melutyre or Wail 
Face. It is here, or very near here, that the 
great rivers of the State find their sources, 
On the slope of Marcy, nearly 4,500 
feet above tide water, is Lake Year 
or the Clouds, which hoids the headwaters 
of the great Hudson. The St. Regis River, one 
of the main triputaries of the St.» Lawrence, 
flows from here as well. The source of the Au 
Sable is only three miles from Marcy. To the 
west the great Racquette River and the Mo- 
hawk find their beginnings. I went into the 
midst of these mountains to ascertain whether 
the lumbermen had penetrated so (ar. Of course 
[found them there, as they are in every place 
where there 1s a chance to cut logs and to float 
them. Mount Colden rears its summit into the 
clouds at a height of 4,753 feet, and at its feet 
lies its lovely lake, hemmed in by mountains 
none of which are less than 4,0U0 feet high. 
Untortunately but a very few acres of this 
mountain regiou belong to the State. 

Thus these sources of the State rivers are all 
at the mercy of the men who are now doing as 
much as possible as rapidly as possible to de- 
Stroy the watersheds which make the fullness 
of the waterways within the actualities. Unless 
Marcy ana its giant companions are saved by 
the State througn purchase, they wul become as 
bald within the next five years as Lenox Hu)! is 
in New-York. The most enterprising of the 
lumber firms here, in the sense ‘hat it is pusn- 
ing its way into the most magnificepgt rezions 
of the wilderness and destroying all) before it, 
is that of Finch & Puryne, already several 
times spoken of in these articles. ‘This firm is 
now cutting on the slopes of Mount Colden and 
using its lake as a reservoir for the logs, intend- 
ing to drive them down the Opaleucent River 
into the North River. At present ali of the pine 
and most of the spruce and hemlock have been 
removed, leaving the other soft woods to fol- 
low. The forest here is almost impenetrable, 
so that the lumbermen, in order to get the logs 
out of the walliug-in trees, are obliged to cut 
without hesitation all trees which interfere, 80 
that at least one-third of the lumber thatis 
felled is cut merely for convenience, and lies 
upon the ground, rotting away from year to 
year until the wood aust embrowns the earth. 

Finch & Puryne own Townships 46 and 
47, than which there 1s no region more remark- 
able fur its scenery in the Adirondacks. These 
townships have a very sad history, for they in- 
cluded the great works of the Adirondack Iron 
aud Steel Company, now in the most absolute 
ruin, and whose dams are now used by the lum- 
bermen for theirown purposes. It is perhaps 
only necessary to say to those tamiliar with 
this glorious region thatiu these to wuships lie 
Lake Sanford and Lake Henderson, the North 
River Mountains, Mounts Andrew, Henderson, 
and Santanoni Mountain, to recall to them 
some of tbe most beautiful landscapes upun 
this Western Hemisphere. All of this dis- 
trict, fifty square miles in extent, 18 being cut 
with a thoroughness which even the lumber- 
men of ten years ago would have declared an 
outrage, for the sawmills are not the only ones 
to take the results of this cutting. What they 
cannot take the pulp mills are giadto get and 
grind into the powder necessary to their busi- 
ness existenes. Within Townships Nos, 46 and 
47 there are but 494 acres beionging to the 
State. It might be advisable for the state to’ 
acquire all it can of them now while there 8:11 
remain afew saplings to save the mountains 
trom resembling huge molehilis, 





ABOUT THE NEW WAR SHIPS. 


In answer to many inquiries about the new 
war ships of the United States the following 
facts are given: 

The cruiser Chicago is the largest of the ves- 
sels of the new navy launched up to the pres- 
ent time. Her principal dimensions are: Length. 
315 feet; breadth, 48 1-6 feet; draught, 19 feet; 
displacement, 4,500 tons. Although the data 
regarding the ship’s speed powers are meagre, 
the cruiser is put down as a fifteen-knot craft. 
The battery of the Chicago consists of 4 eight- 
inch rifles, 8 six-inch rifles, and 2 fivesinch 
rifles. ,In addition, there is a secondary battery 
of 12 machine and rapid-tire guns. The Chicago 
is classed as a first-rate. 

The Yorktown isa third-rate twin-screw ves- 
8el, schoouer rigged. Her dimensions are: 
Length, 230 feet; breadth, 36. teet; mean 
draught, 14 feet; displacement, 1,700 tons, On 
her official trial on Feb. 13 of this year the ves- 
sel’s displacement was 1,720 tous, with a 
draught of 13 feet 4inches forward and 15 feet 
4inches aft. Asamean of afour hours’ run 
the patent log showed « speed of 16.14 knots 
anhour. The maximum speed obtained was 
17.2 knote. The indicated horse power as a 
mean for the four hours was 3,392.55; the 
maximum was 3,705.13. The battery of the 
Yorktown consists of 6 six-inch rifles and 9 
machine and rapid-tire guns. 

The Dolphin 1s a third-rate vessel; length, 240 
feet; beam, 32 feet; mean draught, 14, feet; 
displacement, 1,485 tons. On trial she realized 
2,240 horse power and a speed of over15 knots 
an hour. Her bwaitery cunsists of 1 six-inch 
rifle and 6 machine and rapid-tire guns. 

The Charleston is a second-rate vessel; length, 
300 feet; beam, 46 feet; mean draught,138 9 feet; 
displacement, 3,730 tons. As a result of her 
recent trial the Charleston is estimated to have 
developed 6,700 horse power, though the con- 
tract calls for 7,000. The speed attained was 
18144 knots an hour. The vessel was run tor 
six hours in a heavy sea. The Charieston’s 
battery will. consist of 2 eight-inch rifles and 
6 six-inch rifles, with asecondary battery of 
13 machine and rapid-fire guns, 

The Vesuvius is reckoned a fourth-rate. The 
following are her principal dimensions: Length, 
24614 feet; beam, 26 5-12 feet; mean draughi, 
9 feet. On her official trial on Jan. 11 of this 

ear the Vesuvius's displacement was 810 tons. 

er mean speed, attained over the measured 
2.5433-knot course, was 21.646 knots an hour. 
The maximum speed optained was 22.947 
knots an hour. The mean indicated horse 
power realized Was 4,450. As ap experiment, 
18.94 knots were obtained on only 1,918 horse 

ower. The mean number of revolutions 
yaring the highest run was 271.85. The 
Vesuvius bas a coal capacity which will enable 
her to steam 5,800 miles at a speed of 10 knots 
an hour. She has 3 dynamite guns and 6 rapid- 
fire guns. 

The Petrel is a fourth-rate vessel; length, 175 
feet; beam, 31 feet; mean a@raught, 11 7-12 
feet; displacement, $90 tons. On her trial she 
fell short of the contract horse power of 1,100 
demanded, it being estimated that she realized 
alittle short of 1,000. Thespeed obtained was 
not quite 14 knots. The battery wiil consist of 
4 five-inch rifles, with a secondary battery 
of 7 machine and rapid-fire guns, 

The Baltimore 18 a first-rate ship. Following 
are her principal dimensions: Length, 315 feet; 
beam, 4849 feet; mean draught, 19 feet; dis- 
Diacement, 4,413 tons. She was designed for 
9,000 horse power, which, it was caiculated, 
woulda give a speed of over 19 knots an 
hour. Her trial took place during the pust 
week. She has not only developed the requi- 
site 9,000 horse power, but obtained 1,300 
additional units of horse power, thereby netting 
to her builders a bonus, over and above the 
contract price, of $130,000. During the four 
hours’ ran the Baltimore made a maximum of 
20.21 knots an hour, and averaged for the four 
hours’ run 19.6 knots. Sne Is, to-day, the tastest 
ship afloat of her tonnage class and over. Her 
battery will consist of 4 eight-inch and 6 six- 
inch rifles, with @ secondary battery of 13 ma- 
chine and rapid-fire guns.

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GREAT INTERESTS AT WAR 


THE BELL COMPANY'S FIGHT 
WITH WESTERN UNION. 
COMING MOVEMENTS IN THE LONG-COW. 
TINUED TELEPHONE LITIGATION— 

THE CLAIMS OF DRAWBAUGH. 


The great contest between Drawbaugh ani 
the Bell Telephone Company, now about to be 
reopened, is but the first issae of a triangular 
legal war which within a year will interest the 
world. 

There will be three great issues in the general 
conflict of interests. Thatot Drawbauch against 
Bell to obtam the broaa general patent on the 
art of telephoning, the first of these, is involved 
in the suit of the Government against Beil fo: 
the annullment of the patient on grounds oi 
fraud. The nature of this suit, now pending 
has been told at length by Tue Times. Ib is 
the natural sequel to the great Supreme Court 
case decided in Bell’s favor by the narrow Mar 
gin of one vote in a court of seven Justices, 
The priority of Drawbaugh’s invention of the 
telephone is set up in’ the case as a correlative 
charge to that of fraud. 

The second issue will appear in the form ofa 
suit by the Western Union Telegraph Company 
against Bell tu determine the terms of the con 
tract which has existed between them foi 
eleven years and whether it has been violated. 

The third will be the contest in the Paten' 
Office between Drawbaugh, Bell, and the West 
ern Union in defense of the patent on the micro. 
phone or carbon instrument. Drawbaugh is 
believed to be almost certain of success in the 
issue. He invented the microphone in 1876. 
Bell’s own witnesses bave testified to thix 
effect, and J. J. Storrow, his chief counsel, ad. 
mitted in one of his briefs that Drawbaugh 
had invented the instrument some time during 
the Winter of 1877-8. Euison, whose application 
the Western Union controls, dves not claim his 
patent before 1877 at all, and the claims of thi 
other alleged inventors are even later. 

While ike first of these issues is the greates| 
in importance, the others are hardly less inter. 
esting and momeptous. ‘The history of the 
events which ied to their development hai 
never been wholiy told. The Western Union 
Company has long controlled the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company, which in turn con- 
trolled the Edison microphone application. In 
1873, a year after the general patient had been 
granted to Kell, the Western Union, in the guise 
ot the “American Speaking Telephone Com- 
pany,” bezan a telephone business throughout 
the country. Bell brought suit for infringe 
ment in September, 1878, nominaliy aguinst 
Peter A. Dowd, who was in the ewploy of the 
Western Union Compuny. A moderate amount 
of testimony was taken, but the result was a 
compromise, by whichit was agreed that Bell 
shouid give the Western Union 20 per cent. of 
the profits of all rentals or royalties for all 
speaking telephones used in the United States 
and 20 per cent. of the profits of ail telephores 
used for export. The Western Union in tarn 
axreed to pay 20 per cent. of ali litigating ex- 
penses. It was then mutually agreed that a de- 
cree should be entered in the Dowd suit sus- 
taining the Bell patent in all its breadth, 

This Was the first suit that had been brought 
in the elephone matter, and the decree proved 
immeasurably valuable to Bell for the reason 
that the very patent described itself as a ** mul- 
tiplex telegraph” instrument, and did not men- 
tion telephoning at all, but the decree gave it 
the added right to the patent for the general art 
of telephoning, which was oniy mentioned by 
strained implication in the patent itself, 

On tbe other hand, the Wesiern Union people 
thought that the Euison invention which they 
owned would receive an added indorsewent vy 
the decree. Edison, at that time, was one of 
several claimants for a patent on the micro- 
phone idea, the Bell Company owning all of the 
others. Accordingly, the compromise arranged 
that all these claimants should be han- 
died by the Western Union to gustain 
the Edison claim. Huwever, the case of the 
several claimants was allowed to languish 1m 
the Patent Office, so as to prolong the control 
of the microphone for as long a perivd as -pos 
sible, retaining the safeguard of seventesn 
years’ Ownership whenever the final grant of 
the patent might come. But when the Draw- 
baugh case came up, in 1831, one of the Penn- 
sylvania inventor’s instruments put in evi 
dence, for which. application for a patent had 
been made, proved to be of the same general 
character as that of Edison and the other elai 
ants. ‘Lhe Bell Company and the Western © 
Union saw at once that the plans regarding the 
delay and assured victory fur the Edison appir- 
cation were in decided danger. - They immedi- 
ately began taking evidence and introduced a 
mass of testimony wholly irrelevant as to the 
issue between Edison and the other claimants, 
but calculated to materialiy injure Drawbaugh 
whéu his claim should come up, 

But while both sides were absorbed tn the new 
pian for holding the cherished carbon idea, Bell 
sioleamarch on the Western Umen people. 
He had learned of the existence in England of 
acarbon contrivance know» as the Hunning 
instrument, named for 1ts iaventor. This was 
sald to be capable of accomplishing the same 
results as those of either Drawbaugh or Edigon. 
Bell sent agents to Engiand and bought tne 
Hunuing instrument without further delay. 
This purchase marked the beginning of the 
split between the Western Union and Bell 
Companies, a split which has widened to such 
an extent that the closing of the breach seems 
out of the question. 

The Bell Company soon found, by means of 
elaborate experiments, that the Hunning in- 
strument could do for it all that that of Edison 
was doing. It proved to be exactly the thing 
most needed to make possible a long-distance 
service. The Bell people also found that by its 
general use they might encroach with safety, 
and to a considerable extent, upon the Western 
Union’s telegraph service, and although the 
contract previded that the Bell Company 
“should not use telephone lines for the trans- 
Mission of general business messages, market 
quotations or news, tor sale or publication, in 
competition with the business of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company,” the temptation 
proved too strong, and the provision has been 
and Is being constantly violated. 

In Massachusetts telegraph business between 
Boston and New-Bedford, Taunton, and other 
towns has been almost entirely destroyed by 
these “‘ long-distance” telephones, and between 
the larger cities of the country the service is 
constantly growing more perfect and extensive, 
The Bell Company has just inereased its capital 
stock $10,000,000 for the soie purpose of build- 
ing long-distance telephone lines and com- 
peting with the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. The project so threatens the estern 
Union that it is pow making general and mmate 
investigation for the purpose of gathering ma- 
terial for its suit. 

The importance of this general movement 
among the powerful contestants for the much- 
coveted telephone patent is easily appreciated. 
Daniel Drawbaugh is naturally the primal 
tigure in eachissue. The inventor has devoted 
his life to the perfection of his work, and has 
spent every cent at his command in fighting his 
claims. Heis now living in comparative pov- 
erty at Ebberiley’s Milis, but his sevéral inter- 
ests, divided and unwieldy in the great Supreme 
Court case, have now been centred, and the 
Trustees representing them all, Messrs. Joves, 
Barilett, and Andrews, are in the tignt to stay, 
backed by the Government. The case in its 
new form must go to the Supreme Court, where 
Bell will meet the new charge of fraud and 
again face the ciaims of Drawbaugh. It is a 
significant fast that of the tour Justices who de- 
cided for Bell seven years ago buttwo remain 
on the Supreme Bench, and that the three whoa 
reported in favor of Drawbaugb are stillin 
their places. 

Whi.e Drawbaugh’s fight for the general 
patient is going on in the courts his activity in 
the Patent Office will become an object of 
further attention. It seems as if it will be an 
eusy matter for him to prove the priority of his 
invention of the microphone, in view of the 
acknowledgments of the opposition Edison's 
application wiil be the object of the Western 
Union support, while Bell’s claims will repre- 
sent the third interest. 

Then the battle between the Westérn Union and 
the Bell Company wil! claim its shareof general 
interest. Here the question of the supremacy 
of telegraph or telephone is involved, and a 
at, ng Court victory for Drawbaugh would 
make him master of this situation.
